Brussels' fame rests partly on 
popular misapprehensions, says a 
bulletin of the National Geographic 
Society concerning the city where 
the International Financial Congress 
now is meeting. 

Its name is linked with a carpet 
that is tint made there. and also 
with a cathedral which, properly 
speaking, is not a cathedral at all. 
hut a church — that of St. Gudule. 

But. e v en after deducting this much 
from Brussels' credit, enough re- 
mains to give it a foremost place 
among world capitals. Were the 
romantic adventures of the city cast 
into a "movie" scenario. the title 
might accurately 'oe "Front Swamp 
Dwelling to Petit Paris." 

The seventh century village mi the 
Senne, near the center of what now 
is Belgium, was called Brucselle, 
literally "swamp dwelling," with 
descriptive intent. The genius of a 
people fur making much of meager 
physical circumstances fully war- 
rants the nickname often given the 
modern city of parks, boulevards, art 
galleries and a famous university. 

At the historic Brussels Conference 
in ls.7 1 the city had a premonition of 
its tragic experience in 1914. The 
world's great powers, and many 
lesser ones, met there to discuss 
more humane usages in war. Prus- 
sia upheld the principle that citizens 
of a city- met;, women or children — 
who resisted invasion of an enemy 
thereby rendered themselves liable 
io precisely the same treatment as 
their armed soldiery. England 
sided with the smaller nations in ob- 
jecting to this proposal. Only thirty 
years later Germany illustrated her 
theory bv her atrocities in Brussels. 

Suffering was no new experience 

for Brussels. .Mure than thr 'en- 

turies earlier its great square had 
seen Count Egmont and Count Horn 
walk to the scaffold, as the former 
rente. 1 the fifty-first Psalm, and a 
little later both heads were displayed 
to the assembled multitude on iron 
spikes. Mori- gruesome still, both 
hea ls finally were boxed and sent to 
Philip II of Spain, so that latter-day 
Herod might exult at another victory 
over his northern subjects. 

Though the Brussels carpet of 
modern times i- not made in Bel- 
gium, Brussels was paid a deserved 
tribute in its naming:, for when it 
lirst was manufactured at Wilton, 
England, tin 1 product was patterned 
after the tapestries for which Brus- 
sels was famous for centuries. 

In addition to its weaving Brussels 
gained renown for its lace-making, 
and its needle made laces still find 
their way all over the civilized 
world, including a considerable quan- 
tity to the United States. The femi- 
nine culture of feudal times sought 
to express in the delicate designs of 
filmy fabric what men wrought in 
the race-like architecture of its 
cathedrals. 

Geography reinforced tempera- 
ment, in this instance. It is not 
stretching a point to say that Miss 
America strolls along Fifth avenue, 
on a sunny day, with a bit of lace 
giving a piquant touch to her tailored 
costume, because it is damp and dank 
in Belgium. The mere necessity for 
keeping one's hands busy on a day 
when rain engenders ennui played a 
part. Moreover the process of ret- 
ting flax, to separate fibre from core, 
requires the condition of moisture 
which can easily be had in a Belgian 
cellar. 

hi the time of Louis X I V France 
was the rival of the Lowlands in laee- 
mnking, and so acute did the 'jealousy 
bctome that in 1670 thousand*, of 
crowns worth of Flanders lace was 
bin tied bv the hangman. 

After the blight of PhUlo's <:c s- 
potic rub, lace-making was the only 
industry that survived Woman's 
fingers it has been said, torn saved 
Flanders from litter ruin. K.vn be- 
fore 191 1 visitors to Brussels wen 
impressed bv the participation of 
women in many occupations reserved 
to men in other lands— a condition 
deftly attained by women with their 
skill in the textile arts as the initial 
leverage. 

The first-time visitor to Brussels 
trav find himself beguiled to an ex- 
hibition of fabrics in some private 
rrnme, only to learn that the ex- 
hibition is a display of laces for sale. 
The chances are he will find a bar- 
gain that will alleviate any irritation 
it this ingenious form of salesman- 
ship. 

Again ho may be sumrised to learr 
that the conwact, neighborly Brussels 
ranks with Boston in population.

THE HIGH COST OF LIVING 

The cost of living in th>' month of 
November in Massachusetts decline-! 
from 15*4.9 to 191.3 or a net reduction 
of 3.G, or slightly less than two U» 
per cent., according t» the figures 
tfivcn out by the Maasachusetta Spe- 
cial Commission on the Necessaries 
of Life. The table follows:-—

Food and clothing are the only 
items upon which a reduction is made. 
Food has fallen 7.."., or a little more 
than three (3) per cent; clothing has 
fallen I0.fi, which is a reduction of 
nearly four ill per cent. The cost 
of shelter has increased, also fuel 
and the sundry items which are not 
included in the figures for food, 
clothing, shelter and fuel. In 
clothing four « 1 » percent, reduction 
is brought ahciir I>y liquidation of 
storks rather than by legitimate re- 
ductions in cost of producing or sell- 
ing. Shelter continues to advance, 
although everyone is housed. As 
leasts expire they are renewed at 
hijrher rates. 

Mil. continues to sell at 18c or 
more ; <t quart. <>:' this price the 
farni>-r gets about S-"-» cents, the 
freight is 1 3-4 cent and the delivery 
Service 7V& cents per quart. The 
commission believe that by the first 
of January there should be a sub- 
stantial reduction in both the cost of 
the delivery service as well as in the 
price paid to the farmer. 

Then- is no decline in oil, electricity 
or ga's, Indeed ker sene ",| has ad- 
vanced ore cent, making the price 25 
cents per gallon, which is more than 
three times t..e price previous to the 
war. 

Although Ruerar sells nt about 12 
cents, a reducti in from 28 rents, it is 
two ait' I one . hall' tinii a pre - . ar prices 
and higher now tluin last year. 

Notwithstanding the reduction in 
the price of grains there has been no 
reduction in the price of breakfast 
food in packages, These prices are 
maintained at the highest point, in 
spite of agitation bo'l by the retail 
dealt r and t lie consun; n/ public. The 
dealer-, report a Wei lining u tratd and 
t he attitude of | he public i j ne\\ . in 
relation to breakfast loods, as wns 
against the purchase of riot) ing, 
shoes or sugar, Some of the manu- 
facturers of breakfast foods lis the 
price and refuse to sell to such deal- 
ers as do la ; Maintain the price. The 
custom of price fixing on food 
products may brine; about another 
strike on the pari of the public. 

An article of universal use upon 
which tinre has been no substantial 
reduction is laundry soup. Here both 
the retailer ami the public pretest at 

the maintenance of present prices and 
many housekeepers are returning to 
the old way of making their own soap. 

Tie. increase m the price of eggs 

has been so great as to raise the f i 

index l.i.'T and the cost of living index 
..V>. The scar< ity is due to the fact 
that when grain and farm labor 
reached their high peak the farmers 
\\i re obliged to kill otV their flocks of 
hens and it will be a year or two be- 
fore the supply of eggs in New Eng- 
land w ill be at the norma! level. 

The reduction in bread prices has 
nearly off:<e! the increase in egjrs. 
This is the lirst decrease in the price 
of bread m twenty (20) years, during 
which tunc th< re ha- been a constant 
increase reaching its peak in October. 

Potatoes are now at the same level 
as in the year 1917. 

Continued liquidation is likely to 
lower still further the prices of shoes 
and clothing, bit there can be no 
ureat reduction in the cost of living 
until we have regular and increased 
product ion at less cost. 



AMERICAN PILGRIMS IN 
TE.'II'LE CITIES 



Many feet are now treading their 
way to the shrines in the temple cities 
f Japan, says the third of a series 
of bulletins from the National 
Geographic Society on the place? 
which will be visited by members of 
Congress on their trip to the Orient. 

Eager Americans will stroll along 
the shady streets of Nikko to the 
tombs of' trie Shoguns and drink in 
the indescribably beautiful scenery, 
their lip- all the while murmuring the 
Japanese word kekko (beautiful), 
which the Japanese say one never 
learn-, to pronounce until he has seen 
the city of N.kko. In Tokyo, called 
the Flowery Great Vedo, the capital 
of the empire, they will see the Im- 
perial palace and the remains of the 
former glory of the Shoguns, a fam- 
ily of military governors who were 
the virtual rulers of Japan for sev- 
eral cerituries, and in Kyoto they will 
pn bably get a confused, hazy idea of 
one or two of the 800 Buddhist tem- 
ples and SO Shinto shrines. 

Perhai s, t in the temples of To- 
kyo a bit of American pocket money 
will go t" a priest for writing a 
putty prayer on a slip of paper, 
v hich the visitor, in true pilgrim 
fashion, will press to his forehead 
and to his breast and then fasten to 
the temple wall in order that it may 
!>• a perpetual netition. Hut then, 
when there are 3(1,000 deities to whom 
devout Japanese write, a few Ameri- 
can pleas will scarcely clog the celes- 
tial postal service. 

There will be many native pilgrims 
on tlie way t- the shrines. During 
the summer months when the crops 
have been taki n care of, the village 
folk, though they have the temples of 
their own pa' run deity and the fox 
gi .!, feel that they must send out a 
pilgrim or two to the sticred moun- 
tains and holy places of Japan to wor- 
ship in behalf of those who cannot go, 
so they provide a fund for his ex- 



development. His son, Diego Colum- 
bus, however, engraved the family 
name deeper on the city and the coun- 
try of which it was the capital, set- 
ting : th . a court of such regal 
spier. . t t\at it aroused the envy of 
the .S| a.iifcn king.

If Nikko is the most beautiful city 
in Japan, Kyoto can be called the 
most interesting. Here the feminine 
visitor finds herself bewildered by the 
most exquisitely wrought of all the 
exquisite pottery, cloisonne, bronzes, 
fans ami velvets. After she has 
boughl more than she can comfort- 
ably get home with, she probably will 
want to see a bit of the Mikado's 
palace which covers over twenty-five 
acres of ground, and is surrounded by 
a great wall with six gates, or jour- 
ney out to see the largest lake in 
Japan, Lake Biwa, and the 1,200-year 
eld pine tree which stands near it.

rhe Dominican republic is people 1 
| largely by Mulattoes. While it has 
not been as badly torn by revolutions 
as the -Black Republic" to the west, 
i its history has by no means been one 
i of peaceful development, and assas- 
sinations and coups have played their 
part in determining the succession of 
1 its rulers. 

A few years after the close of the 
Civil War in the United States tin- 
Dominican republic sought annexa- 
I tion to this country. President Grant 
J sent a commissioner to the island, an 
; annexation treaty was drafted and 
adopted by the Dominican Senate, and 
its ai ceptance by the American Senate 
1 was recommended by our president. 
Tlie senate failed to act favorably on 
the matter and San Doming > ha- con- 
■ tinned its independent existence. The 
.country has been assisted by the 
i United States, however, m. the ad- 
ministration of its fiscal affairs since 
I 1905. After it had entered financial 
straits and foreign creditor- were 
j threatening intervention. President 
j Roosevelt arranged a treaty under 
I w hich nr. American collector of cus- 
toms was appointed. A certain part 
of the collections has been paid to the 
j Dominican government and the re- 
; mainder into a fund from which 
; creditors are paid.

Santo Domingo 

Christopher Columbus, in placing 
the great western hemisphere on the 
map of the world, left his impress 
more deeply on what is now the 
Dominican Republic than on any 
other bit of land in the New World, 
say.- a bulletin issued by the National 
I Geographic Society, concerning this 
! country whose wardship under the 
| United States has been under public 
1 discussion recently. 

The very name of the capital of 
the republic, Santo Domingo, is a fam- 
ily affair with the Columbuses, con- 
tinues the bulletin. The great dis- 
coverer named for his father this first 
permanent city established by Euro- 
peans in the Americas. The same 
name is applied to the island of which 
the republic is a part almost as com- 
monly as its aboriginal name. Haiti; 
and finally the paternal name is fur- 
ther perpetuated m that of the re- 
public itself.

Complexity of modern industry is 
aptly illustrated by the fact that your 
pear! buttons are dependent upon 
preservation of certain Mississippi 
River fish, says a bulletin from the 
U'a-hington.

the National Geographic Society. 

This economic curiosity is ex- 
plained in a communication to the so- 
ciety by Hugh M Smith as follows: 

Th.e perpetuation of the ti.-h supply 
in the .Mississippi and its tributaries 
involves a very important industry 
besides fishing. Investigations con- 
ducted for the Bureau of Fisheries 
years ago showed an intimate relation 
between certain kinds of fishes and 
the mussel-, which yield valuable 
pearls and support a pearl-button 
ilustry which gives employment to

duct worth from $5,000,000 to $(5,000.- 
000 annually. 

The young mussels, of microscopic 
size when thrown off by their parents 
in myriads, need to pass the first few- 
weeks of their independent existence 
on the gills of fishes. If the fishes 
are not present at the proper time, 
the mussels cannot survive. Further- 
more—and this is a most interesting 
feature of the co-relation of fishes 
and mussels — the young of particular 
kinds of mussels require the gills of 
particular kinds of fishes as nurseries. 
The black bass j s host f..r several 
sorts of mussels, the cfappies for 
several others, the eatfishes for 
other.-. The skip-jack, a kind of her- 
ring, is the only known host for the 
best of all mussels; and as this tish is 
not by any means abundant, its main- 
tenance is of prime importance to the 
welfare of the button industry. In 
1919 more than one and a half mil- 
lien skip-jacks were re-cued. 

The peculiar requiremets of the 
young musses having be< n carefully 
determined, the Bureau of Fisheries 
hns gone extensively into the business 
of artificial propagation of pearly i 
mussels by a method which is a vast 
improvement on nature. The spawn- 
ing mussels, held in nonds. are at the 
critical period provided with the spe- 
cial fishes needed for the attachment 
of the young, Th- fishes obtain* 
the rescue operations are turned 
the ponds at the time tin- musseli 



spawning and become thckly ino- j 
culated. They are then liberated 
in the open water and distribute 
themselves and the mussels through- 
out a wide stretch of river. Thus 
two important branches of the bu- 
reaus work go hand in hand. 

The artificial propagation of fresh 
water mussels is one of the functions 
of the United States Fisheries Biolog- 
ical Laboratory located on the Missis- 
sippi River, near Fairport. Iowa. .

ooo.ooo young mussels are thus 
brought in contact with the gills of 
rescued fishes and given a proper 
start in life. The maintenance of the 
mussel supply is thus being greatly- 
aided. 

That this work is not a mere experi- 
ment, but is yielding practical re- 
sults, is shown by various pieces of i 
evidence. For instance, pearl but- 
t ins have been made from Missis- 
sippi River mussels grown from lar- 1 
vae that had been artificially im- 
planted on the gills of a black bass 
less than two years before and had 
b»en under constant observation 
These mussels would have attained 
full commercial size at the age of four 
and a half years.

I In curing, the leaves are suspended 
; on poles which are nut in racks, first 
j in the sun and then in the curing 
bams In 'he latter they hang for 
severa 1 weeks, their color changing 
from 'he green of the growing plant 
to the brown of the finished cigar. 

When this stage of th.- curing pro- 
cess is completed the leaves are put 
into heaps and left t.> sweat for sev- 
eral days. After that they are placed 
in bale- of about 100 pounds each and 
shipped to th.- storage warehouse. 
There they ferment and undergo a 
further curing. This process con- 
tinues from one to tw<> years, accord- 
ing to the grade of the leaves, be- 
fore they an regarded as tit to be 
rolled into cigars. 

Fr m storage the tobacco goes to 
the cigar factory. Here the hales are 
opened up and sprayed with clear 
water and allowed to stand until each 
leaf become- moist and pliable. 
Al't-T this the leaves intended for till- 
er- are placed in hopsheads for fur- 
ther curing, which requires from two 
t.. six weeks, depending on the grade 
( of t he tobacco. 

The wrapper leaves are selected 
with great care. The cheese-cloth 
under which they were grown kept 
■ lit in-oct enemies and protected them 
from heavy rains. Any leaf that has 
n hole through it is retired to the 
humbler rank of filler material. 

After the cigars are finished thev 
are placed in old seasoned cedar bin-, 
where they get a little touch of the 
cedar aroma, w hile any surplus moist 
tire in them evaporates. When ready 
for market they are assorted accord 
iug to the color of the wrapper and

HIGHLAND 



AVENUE BUILDING 
LINKS 



There was a large attendance at 
the hearing on building lines on 
Highland avenue, held at the Town 
Hall on Monday evening. The se- 
lectmen's room was taxed to its 
capacity to accommodate those pres- 
ent. The hearing developed the fact 
that portions of the avenue are to be 
restricted to a 15-foot line and other 
parts to a 25-foot line. Those speak- 
ing were all in opposition, <me ob- 
jecting to the 15-foot line and others 
to the 25-foot line. The suggestion 
was made that the line be fixed along 
the avenue by blocks, varying in ac- 
cordance to the nature of the present 
development.

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THE FUTURE OF FLYING 
(Hy Hubert S. Fokk) 

Transportation i.- an ever-present 
problem of civilization and every 
improvement in the means of trans- 
portation has brought about a 
marker) advance in the intelligence 
ami comfort of civilized people. 
Looking at present day develop- 
ments, it is hard to believe that the 
first steamship crossed the Atlantic 
only about 100 years afro, that the 
fir-t railroad crossed this continent 
scarcely 50 vears ago, or lhai the 
tirst American automobile was male 
in 1H93. 

Great as has been the effect upon 
the life of America of the develop- 
ment of each of these modes of 
mechanical transportation, yet 
greater still may be the ultimate ef- 
fect of aerial transportation in time 
to come. The rapidity with which 
aeronautical transportation is devel- 
oped iri America is largely denen- 
rlent upon the intelligence arid thor- 
oughness with which the way is pre- 
pared for this development. 

The mosl acute and immediate 
need of commercial aeronautics to- 
day is the laying out of flying routes 
and the establishment of landing 
fields. When these facilities are 
irovided commercial transportation 
by air will follow more rapidly than 
we can realize. 

The World War brought aircraft 
and their engines to such an ad 
vanced stage of development that 
they have proved beyond doubt to 
be as safe as existing mean- of 
transportation, if not safer. At the 
present time aeronautics is in the 
position of a railroad with its right- 
of-way and equipment but no ter- 
minals. 

Landing fields are as essential to 
flying as yards and stations are to 
railroads, docks and harbors are 
to steamships, and when fields are 
established there is no question that 
aircraft will utilize them. 

The example of automobilistR 
who patronize towns aid cities 
blessed with good roads will he fol- 
lowed by fliers m establishing air 
routes from point, to point, connect- 
ing all tin' cities which have good 
landing fields. The locality failing 
to provide an aerial port will cer- 
tainly be without this means of 
' ran- portal ion. 

Landing fields should be estab- 
lished under municipal control by 
cities and towns. Many individual.-: 
and corporations are ready to pur- 
chase planes and airships for pas- 
senger and express service. when 
assured of tie- establishment of 
these landing fields. The traverse 

.,f ih,- l!nited States by regular 
lines running airplanes and airships 
carrying passengers, express, mail, 
ami light freighl is dependent di- 
rectly on the speed with which our 
country provides these facilities. 

The elemnt of risk, which has 
been so unnecessarily associated 
with flying is at once removed by a 
widespread network of airdromes. 
.Safety in cress country flying de- 
pends upon the possibility of being 
able to land conveniently upon pro- 
perly prepared ground. 

The automobile could never have 
hoped For its present-day success if 
gowl roads had nol been constructed. 
Railroad locomotives, coaches and 
Pullmans would never have been 
built and lines started if the road- 
bed and rail-, if the roadway bad 
not been possible. So air routes 
aonnecting the \<>rth and the South, 
tie' East and the West, will not be- 
come realities until all towns and 
cities on the routes build suitable 
landing fields. 

The business and industrial in- 
terests of the country are reminded 
that by aiding in the development 
i f commercial flying they are con- 
tributing in no small way to 
national defense.

Home on Vine Street Gutted by I ire 
Friday Night 

Winchester firemen found them- 
selves confronted l>y a serious blaze 
last Friday niirlit when fire {rutted the 
large house on Vine Btreet owned and 
by Winchester Ci uncil, 
>»f Columbus. What at first 
to be a small

appeared to be a small fire developed 
into a menacing conflagration before 
the first piece of apparatus arrived at 
the scene, and before the blaze was 
put under control a motor pump was 
. ailed from Wobum to assist. 

The alarm was sounded just before 
7. :'.(). At that t i >tm the heavy rain 
storm which l.n'l been in progress 
during the day reache l its height and 
water was coming down in torrents. 
This, together with the southerly 
■wind, was a factor in greatly aiding 
the saving of adjacent dwellings 
occupied by Mr. Frank K. Rowe on 
the south and .Mrs. II. C. Blood on the 
north. 

The fire was discovered by George 
Mclsaac. As he was leaving the 
buildifig he noticed smoke in the hall. 
It. seemed to come from the cellar and 
when lie reached the basement he 
found it coming from the laundry in 
one corner. Returning to the "first 
floor he found the smoke so thick he 
could not iret OUt by the door and had 
to leave by a window. He ran t" 
Knight's drutr store and telephoned 
the department. 

From his description it was not 
thought a serious lire was in prog- 
ress, and the Packard truck was sent 
to the scene. But as soon as this ar- 
rived a general alarm was rung in, 
box ~\ being sounded. 

The fire was largely in the parti- 
tions, and as the whole house was 
plastered from attic to cellar, the fire- 
men had a hard job to fight it. The 
(lames finally broke out "n the south- 
west side of the i f and as the 

house sets on a hill in the centre of 
the town, the blaze was seen from all 
about. 

The fire was a hot one and the 
houses adjoining were very close, so 
as a matter of precaution, especially 
as the hydrant streams lacked pres- 
sure, Woburn was asked to send a 
pump down. This was clone, the 
pump connecting with a hydrant at 
the north turn of the street, as valu- 
able assistance was rendered. The 
firemen fought the lire for over three 
hours before it was extinguished. 

The Knights had started durng the 
day on remodeling the house, a sum 
of money having been raised for this 
purpose during the fall ati'l early 
winter. It is said that insurance to 
the amount of $5,000 was carried, and 
the damage will certainly reach this 
figure. 

At present plans have not been 
formed for the future. There is some 
talk of selling the property and buy- 
ing elsewhere, while other opinions 
advocate repairing the structure. 
The house is large and well known to 
Winchester residents as the Winsor 
estate. It was at one time occupied 
by Mr. K. I.. Barnard and later by M. 
t '. Ambrose.

Incidentally it is 
interesting to observe that the town 
i- at present carrying only $42,000 of 
bonded indebtedness for school build- 
ings, a sum which is extremely small 
for such a community as ours, and 
which is accounted for by the fact 
that our school buildings are almost 
all old and of inexpensive construc- 
tion. 

The annual budget of the School 
Department continues to increase. 
Th" Committee has practised econ- 
omy at every possible point, but 
with tiie necessary increases of sal- 
ary, the mounting cost of fuel and of 
books and supplies of every kind, it 
has proved impossible to avoid an en- 
larged appropriation. We may hone 
that the peak of hiirh prices has been 
passed and that the expenses of the 
department will not increase in the 
future as they have during recent 
years. But the Committee feels that 
the Town of Winchester does not 
wish the work of the schools to be 
hampered or injured by narrow and 
inadequate means.

\v:is one of the chief reasons for the 
appointment, of the Committee of 
Fifteen. The experts of the Bureau 
of Education rue the High School 
on this score a pretty clean bill of 
health. They rather criticize the 
High School for paying too much at- 
tention to college preparation and 
not enough attention to broader edu- 
cation for all pupils. The survey 
says criticism on the High School on 
the ground of weak college prepara- 
tory work is unwarranted. 

It is notable thai while the par- 
en's, as shown by the Committee of 
Fifteen report, show a decided dis- 
position not to extend the time de- 
voted to school work nr the control 
c!' the school ever the time of pupils 
outside df school; the experts are de- 
cidedly in favor of extending the in- 
fluence and control of the school. 

It is notable that both agree that 
support of the public schools by the 
parents should be stronger than it is. 

It i> notable that the standards of 
judgment set up by the Committee 
i f f-'iftei n were those of the opinion 
of parents, while the standards of 
the surveyors wi re those id' current 
educational th -y and practice coun- 
try wide. 

While the report of the Committee 
,,f Fifteen did not make any specific 
statements regarding the work of 
particular teachers, there was inter- 
na! evidence in 'he report which 
pointed to a number of places in our 
leaching pr< [Tram where changes in 
personnel or methods seemed ad- 
visable. So far as I know in every 
instance so indicated the teaching 
has been placed in the hands id' other 
teachers. This was done for the 
most part before the report of the 
Committee of Fifteen was printed. 

The chief specific recommendations 
made by both committees have been 
under advisement by the School Com- 
mittee and will in time be dealt with 
conclusively. 

That part of the survey report 
having to do with professional and 
technical training will be made the 
subject of careful study by the teach- 
ers and the superintendent and will 
no doubt result in a substantial im- 
provemi nt in our educational pro- 
gram. 

The Need of a Junior High School 

My report last year dealt with the 
building situation at considerable 
length. It presented a building pro- 
gram organized on the so-called 6-3-3 
plan and recommended the building 

at once of a new junior high school 
and a new elementary school building 
for the Wyman district with other 
elementary school buildings to fol- 
low as needed and the town was able 
to provide them. At the annual town 
meeting in .March, the following vote 
was passed:

new public library, the need of which 
was recognized at that time. A large 
sum of money is needed for such a 
building. 

A town hall or auditorium, suitable 
in size and correct in appointments 
and acoustic properties is greatly 
needed, especially by the women, w ho 
are now banded together in large 
clubs which meet frequently, — an- 
other expensive item. A memorial 
for the sons of Winchester who died 
in the great war must be erected and 
slso .suitable quarters for the Win- 
chester Pest. 

All will agree that this is an im- 
posing list of much nee led buildings. 
Which is most urgent? How shall 
we go about this great task'.' Let 
us think it over. The best interests 
of all the people should be our guide. 
Some of us believe that the public 
school buildings should be first con- 
sidered— they have long been neg- 
lected. Should a new library or a 
town hall come next? What id* the 
war memorial and the Post house'.' 
Shall the town hall, the war memorial 
and the Post house be erected as 
three structures, as two, or one'.' 
Some suggest a beautiful memorial 
library. Others, a memorial school- 
house in classic design. One beau- 
tiful building has been suggested, a 
structure of dignified and imposing 
design, large enough for all purposes, 
correct and modem in every detail; 
a memorial, an auditorium, a public 
library. Post quarters, offices, etc., all 
in one tine civic plant. This idea 
ti ■"to favor with many. This would 
call for one heating plant, one jani- 
tor, and its compactness would make 
its maintenance easier and cheaper. 
This matter should be considered by 
all the people. Whatever is done 
should be for the best interests of 
the taxpayers as a whole. 

This leads us to the consideration 
of the design for a war memorial 
and hall which has recently been pub- 
lished in the Star and exhibited 'in 
the shop windows. It seems to us 

that neither the proposed location on 
Manchester Field nor the design of 
the structure are suitable for a war 
menv rial and public hall for the fol- 
lowing reasons: 

First as to location. It is proposed 
to erect this building on a blind 
street that is rilled with taxieabs and 
automobiles upon the arrival of every 
passenger train from Boston. A 
rush of automobiles to an entertain- 
ment in a hall then' located would 
seriously crowd and impede traffic 
during train time, making trans- 
portation slow ami dangerous.

Must WONDERFUL STONE 

'I h.e lodestone is consi .c- i the 
nvst wonderful stone in the world, 
hut it is really not a stone at but 
rightly belongs to the mineral fam- 
ily, if it is suspended by a silken 
thread or floated on mercury, or on 
a circular raft in water, the same 
end id' the stone will always point to 
the '•Lodestar." or North Star; that 
fact is where it got its name. 

The lodestone is a natural compass, 
such as tin? Vikings of old used to 
make centuries before America was 
discovered. By rubbinir a needle or 
thin steel bar on a lodestone it be- 
comes magnetized, and will float on 
water and always point to the north. 

The most powerful lodestones come 
from Sweden, and hunters tell stories 
of not being able to pick up their 
guns from the ground after laying 
them near lodestones. 

Galileo's original lodestone, with 
which ho made so many experiments, 
weighs only six ounces, yet it sus- 
tains a weight of 15 pounds: it is 300 
years old and holds as firmly now as 
it ever did. It is exhibited in the 
Tribuna de Galileo* Florence, Italy. 
The iron weight at the bottom is 
made in the form of a sepulchre, 
probably suggested by the legend that 
Mahomet's coffin was supported in 
midair by lodestones.

First: That the present building 
laws are too complicated and hard to 
understand. 

Second: That the building inspector 
ha- too much autocratic power and 
is not responsible to anyone for hi- 
l acts or mi- ta kes. 

Thin): That the Board of Apnea! 
! has no power t . use its discretion, 
land is practically useless. 

Fourth. That, the building laws in 
i their present form will retard build- 
ling. It i- our opinion that the town 
I should have a set of building laws 
! that the average man can understand, 
that will protect him and assure him 
1 of a -afe building, and that the town 
I will be protected from an undesirable 
J class <«f building- and fire risks. 

We would recommend that the old 
i building laws be substituted for the 
| new ones, and that a new committee 
consisting of men more familiar with 
I local building requirements, be ap- 
! pointed by the town at its next an- 
nual meeting to draft new building 
laws.

the arrangements, location and uses 
of the proposed building. In t h i ~ is- 
sue there is shown two flo< r pla :i 
showing the arrangement and equip- 
ment <>{ the building and a plot plan 
on which the building is shown in 
relation to the whole area of Man- 
chester Field. 

The proposed building is about 2 >0 
feet long by "»1 feet wide with a cen- 
tral front portion 90 feet by 55 feet, 
It. i- to Ix- first class fireproof con- 
struct km throughout. 

The larger p-Ttmr: of the building 
is devoted to community interests — it. 
a stadium seating 1,800, facing the 
playground, for use in viewing ath- 
letic contests and any other public 
function. <»m the easterly end of the 
stadium close to the river is a pavilion 
for hand concerts. 

Hy widening out the river at this 
point a parking -pare for canoes is 
mud.- near the band pavilion which 
with the much needed foot bridge 
from the Parkway to the Field helps 
to create a pleasing setting for the 
building 

Under the stadium, there is indi- 
cated puce for public shower baths, 
toilets and locker accommodations for 
use m connection with the play- 
ground. In addition thereto, there is 
amp!.- pair for such athletic and 
recreational purposes as may be de- 
sired. 

On the second floor of the central 
portion of the building fronting 
Watcrlield road, the entire area is de- 
voted to a Community Hall seating 
between ii.e and six hundred with 
stage, dre ■' " rooms, coat ru in.-, 
etc. Flanking the -tare on either 
side there ur« j paces in which a really 
fine organ might be installed if it 
were desired The hall i- easily 
reached from the main lobby on the

TV r 2-s on the ground floor suit- 
ably planned quarters for the local 
post of the American Legion ar- 
ranged around the heart or central 
which it is proposed to give by 
. Hays and trophies, a titting 
commemoration of the service; ren- 
dered by citizens of Winchester in 
the recent World War. 

The plot plan Illustrated herewith 
shows the proposed building locate. 1 
on the northerly end of Manchester 
Field in accordance with the vote of 
the town, fronting on and about 180 
feet back from waterfield road and 
between the railroad and the river. 
Ti.e stadium portion facing the play- 
ground is about 80 feet back of the 
present home plate, thus leaving open 
and unobstructed all of the play- 
ground now used fur athletic pur- 
poses. 

The site for the building comprises 
in all about two and one-half acres of 
the nortl erly end of the field now un- 
developi d ami little used. The Metro- 
politan Park Commission will give 
the perpetual use of this portion of 
the field without cost to the town, so 
that all expense for a site can be 
eliminate.; and all the available funds 
used for the building and the develop- 
ment of the grounds.

The Need of Expert and Intensive 
Supervision for the Lower Grades 

The United States Bureau of Edu- 
cation survey will recommend the 
employment of a primary supervisor 
lor tiie lower tirades. Expert super- 
vision is characteristic of the devel- 
opment, of elementary education. 
Probably there will be very much 
more expert supervision of all school 
work in the future than there has 
been in the past. Provision for the 
supervision of such special subjects 
as music, drawing, physical training, 
hand writing, etc., have been more or 
less generally made in many com- 
munities on the theory that normal 
school training did not prepare teach- 
ers so well to teach the special sub- 
jects as it prepared them to teach 
arithmetic, reading, spelling, history 
and geography. It may be ques- 
tioned whether this is so true now as 
it was several years ago. Normal 
schools are giving quite definite 
training in the teaching of these sub- 
jects.

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At the same time no one acquainted 
with school work can fail to appre- 
ciate the great advantage of special 
supervision in the so-called special 
subjects. Music is a good example. 
With the intensive supervision we 
have over our music teaching our 
teachers accomplish for the time 
.-.pent from twice to three times as 
much as they do in some other sub- 
jects. Pupils in elementary schools 
i.i Winchester are receiving at best 
about one hour a week of music 
teaching, a pretty small amount o^ 
t:me in which to fret definite results 
along any line, a'.d yet because of 
intensive supervision we are securing 
unusually good results. So it is in 
Other subjects, the better the super- 
vision, the better the teaching. 

Supervision is without doubt the 
most important single factor in 
school organization an. I we have been 
too long in recognizing that the 
teaching of primary reading or id 
primary arithmetic is just as difficult 
as the teaching of music or drawing, 
The teaching of primary reading is a 
highly technical and difficult thing, 
if we attempt to secure the best re- 
sults. We provide a supervisor for 
music to supervise about fifty hours 
a week of music teaching, while 
there are from six hundred to seven 
hundred teaching hours a week in the 
grades devoted to the regular work 
which gets very scanty supervision, 

Our school organization as it has 
been developed in connection with our 
recent school plans lends itself to the 
introduction < f this new type of 
supervision. There are about thirty 
teachers employed in the lower 
grades in Winchester who arc teach- 
ing in buildings without a super- 
vising principal. There are only 
three individuals in the whole force 
who have anything to do with the 
supervision of the teaching of tiie 
regular school subjects. These are 
tin' superintendent, the high school 
principal and the Wadleigh school 
principal. Below the level of the 
Wadleigh school there are no super- 
\ ■ : i » . u - principals and whatever super- 
vision is done here must be done by 
the superintendent. 

[n towns and cities, equipped with 
! larger school buildings, practically 
I every teacher is located in a building 
| where there is a supervising prin- 
I cinal. In many localities the primary 
supervisor has become recognized as 
! an important factor in the building 
up of the best educational practice. 

Our present organization of small 
school buildings without, supervising 
principals reduces the cost of super- 
vision considerably below the average 
For the entire country. Statistics for 
the entire country show that in the 
apportionment of items in the school 
budget there is devoted to supervision 
of instruction about 7'/L r 5 of the to- 
tal. The percentage in Winchester 
for the past year is about BVfc'/'r. In 
other words we could devote $3,000 
more a year to supervision anil still 
be about, on an average for the entire 
country. Nothing else Would so tone 
up the teaching in our lower grades 
as a skillful woman supervisor, one 
who has had spc training in this 
work and who has actually done it. 
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quate professii nal training of our 
teachers and the Committee of Fif- 
teen recommended that the town pay 
the expenses of such training. The 
School Committee on June 2, 1920, in 
order to encotrrage professional 
study, pa sed the following vote: 
'•It was voted that all teachers who

Special Itoom for Mentally

The General Court of 1919 enacted 
a law to determine the number of 
children in Massachusetts mentally 
retarded and to provide for their in- 
struct ion. 

General Acts, Chapter 27" 

An Act to Determine the Number 
of Children Retarded in Mental 
Development and to Provide for Their 
Inst ruction. 

Me it enacted, etc., as follows: 

Section I. The School Committee 
of each city and town shall, within j 
one year after the passage of this 
act, and annually thereafter, ascer- I 



Americanization 

Among the important acts concern- 
ing education passed by the General 
Court of ll'lii was an ;n/ to promote 
Americanization through the educa- 
tion of adult persons to use the Kng- 
lish language. This act prvides 'hat 
if a town or city conducts educational 
work for adult persons unable to use 
! the English language under the di- 
rection and with the approval of the 
I State Hoard of Education, such town 
■ or city shall l>o re-imbursed at the ex- 
I piration of each school year with one- 
' half the sum expended. Choice of 
! teachers and directors ami the sala- 
ries paid them are to lie fixed by the 
local school committee subject to the 
approval of the State Hoard of Edu- 
cation. The law provides that in- 
struction in the English language and 
the fundamental principles of govern- 
ment shall be offered in the classes 
organized. 

At a conference held at the School 
School attended by a number of Win- 
chester citizens interested in public 
j welfare. Mr. John J. Mahoney, State 
Supervisor of Americanization, put 
before the School Committee and the 
Superintendent of Schools the ad- 
visability of carrying on work under 
this act in Winchester and the ad- 
visability of doing it quite definitely 
was established. 

On November 30, 1920, the School 
Committee voted to appoint Miss 
•lane Duvis, director of Americaniza- 
tion. Under her supervision there are 
at present being carried on at the 
Chapin School two classes for Italian 
men and two classes for Italian I 
women! one of which meets in the I 
afterni on, and a class for Swedish 
girls who are engaged in house work, i 
In addition to these it is planned to I 
start one or more classes for men 
employed in local shops.

rector of the commission on mental 
diseases, the number of children 
three years or more retarded in men- 
tal development who are in atten- 
dance upon the public schools of its 
city or town, or who are of school 
age and reside therein. 

Section 'J. At the beginning of the 
school year of nineteen hundred and 
twenty, the school committee of each 
city an, 1 town m which there are ten 
or more children three years or more 
so retarded shall establish special 
classes to give such children instruc- 
tion ad. ijited to their mental attain- 
ments, under regulations prescribed 
by the board of education. 

Approved duly 1, 1919. 

For several years a special room 
has been conducted at the Prince 
School for children who are mentally 
retarded. Only children twelve years 
old or more have been admitted to 
this room. On November 1'.', 1920, the 
School Committee voted to establish a 
special room at the Chapin School 
and to authorize the superintendent 
to secure a suitable teacher for it. 
Plans are being made to start this 
room about February first. There 
will probably be from twenty tr. 
twenty-five children assigned to the 
room. Children will be selected on 
the basis of inability to do the regu- 
lar school w'ork as reported by the 
teachers, but before being placed in 
the room they will be examined very 
carefully and' their mental ami phy- 
sical condition determined according 
to the directions of the State Board 
of Education. 

Children assigned to this room will 
have their individual needs cared for 
much better than if left in the ordi- 
nary schoolrooms. At the same time, 
teachers and pupils in the rooms 
from which they are taken will be 
benefited. Teachers are agreed that 
every mentally retarded pupil in a 
class demands a great deal more of 
the time and energy and nervous 
force of the teacher than the average 
child, and that when there are sev- 
eral of these children in a room, the 
normal children suffer. 



F.\tra Payment for Teachers for Pro- 
fessional Study 

Almost without exception the work 
of highest excellence now being car- 
ried on in Winchester schools is that 
done by teachers who since leaving 



The Furnishing of Musical Instru- 
ments by the Town for Pupils' Use 

The supervisor of music, Mr. Rich- 
ard W. Grant, firmly believes that the 
time has conic for the town to pro- 
mote more active interest in instru- 
: mental music among the pupils. To 
do this he recommends that the town 
purchase and own for the use of pu- 
I pils certain orchestral pieces. lie 
recommends that this equipment be 
i furnished just as equipment is now 
furnished in science, gymnastics or 
drawing. He makes the following 
statement: 

"Music appeals very strongly to 
ci rtain children and they have a right 
therefore to instruction in music and 
should have a chance to learn to play 
instruments. The time for this will 
never be better than when they are 
in the formulative period of their life, 
in the elementary schools. Educators 
agree that the schools should educate 
I lor an avocation as well as a voca- 
tion. 

I 'The study of some good instru- 
ment will give to the pupil something 
I he can enjoy as well as th.- ability to 
| earn, should it be necessary. 

"In purchasing instruments for 
their children, parents naturally buy 
I the melody carrying or solo instru- 
' ments such as the violin, the cornet, 
the trombone and the clarinet, while 
the oboe, bassoon, 'cello, French horn, 
tuba and string bass are practically 
unknown in the average American 
home. 

"The development of instrumental 
music depends upon three essentials: 
First, instruction in th- elementary 
schools carried on through to the 
High School to s-eiire continuity of 
instruction and skill in performing; 
second, the unusual instrument fur- 
| nished free of charge to the children, 
! either by entertainments given by the 
I individual schools to raise funds or by 
, an appropriation from the school 
i committee: third, instruction bv spe- 
I cial teachers of instrumental music. 

who are themselves able to play the 
i string, brass and reed instruments. 
I "Unless the work in instrumental 
t music is begun in the elementary 
| schools, it will be impossible to 
develop the instrumentation ef the or* 
chestra with any hope of continuity. 
; Many times a high school may have 
| an excellent orchestra for a year, but 
: with the graduation of) advanced 
'players the organization is left in a 
very depleted condition. A second 
! s-t of performers should be receiving 
; instruction in order to keep the or- 
chestra efficient and continuous. 



Conclusion 

I These matters I have discussed, — 
j some of them what we have been do- 
; ing during the year — others what we 
I would like to do, — indicate in a gen- 
era! way the educational program we 
are endeavoring to carry cut. That 
! program has for its objective the edu- 
] cation of every boy and girl according 
j to the abilitv of each with equal 
! opportunity for all. The support the 
j citizens of the town give to this pro- 
j gram both by way of taxation and by 
1 way <>f confidence and co-operation is 
an investment, that will bring the 
j largest returns of any investment 
they make.

famine sufferers in China? In his 
pi tarnation President Wilson says: 

"A famine, alarming in its propor- 
tions, louay holds in its grip several 
import:.!:t provinces in China. The 
»T"|i failure is complete, and the pres- 
ent distress, which is great, is likelv, 
be tore winter has run its course, to 
become appalling. In fact our riinlo- 
matic and consular agencies in China 
inform me that the loss resulting from 
death in distressing form may run into 
millions of sou!-. It is certain that the 
local governn ei l and established 
agencies of relief are unable to cope 
with the magnitude of the disaster 
which faces them." 

The five northern provinces, Chili, 
Shensi, Shansi, Honan and Shantung, 
are all affected The actual famine 
•/.one covers 100,000 square mile with 
a population of 45,000,000 Chinese, 
of who:- 10,000,000 are little children.

Chinese are directly affected; 15,000,- 
000 are facing immediate starvation 
and will die without our help; 10,000 
are already dying daily. The famine, 
unless halted by American relief, 
means the break-up of civilization in 
North China; in fact the complete 
collapse ef a vast region commer- 
cially, economically and morally,

Editor of the Star: 

As the annual town meeting again 
approaches new problems present 
themselves, not the least of which is I 
the subject of the War Memorial.

THE WAR MEMORIAL 
A Reply to Mr. Biackham 

Editor of the Star: 

The perspective of another ex-ser- 
vice man on the subject of the "War 
Memorial" may be of interest to the 
readers of your excellent paper. 

Mr. Biaekham's article in last 
week's issue of the Star was ideed a 
great surprise, not only to the writer 
but to many other citizens and former 
service men; particularly so in view 
of his taking exception to already well 
established facts ami to his apparent 
nonchalance in the chronicling of cer- 
tain glaring errors or misstatements. 

Since the gentleman has generally 
been counted among "the missing" at 
our Legion meetings, it seems the 
least he could have done is to have 
informed himself from the Post Ad- 
jutant as ty the correctness of his 
remarks before publishing them in 
your good paper. 

I believe, if he had done this, the 
Adjuta.it would have told him that 
not only the Executive Committee, but 
also the Winchester Post, in meeting 
duly assembled,, had pone strongly on 
record as favoring the War Memorial 
Committee's plans. 

The uninformed citizen might easily 
gather from the tone of Mr. Black- 
ham's communication and his specific 
references to "sparsely attended meet- 
ings," "indifference and lack of en- 
thusiasm" and "Hobson's choice" that 
the entire plan was one conjured up 
by a few citizens to be recklessly 
foisted upon the townspeople without 
thought of their preferences in the 
matter. 

Nothing could be further from the 
truth, and it is well to recall here that 
the citizens of Winchester, actuated 
by the nobles impulses, appointed in 
1919 a representative committee of 
fifteen to give the subject careful con- 
sideration. 

That Committee, of which Senator 
Lewi.- Parkhurst was the chairman, 
submitted a report which was ac- 
cepted by the townspeople by a targe 
majority vote. 

The merits of the project were thtn 
apparent to practically all our citizens. 
It was decided that a building properly 
commemorative of our departed bro- 
thers that would be of service and 
inspiration to a coming generation 
would be a fitting testimonial of Win- 
chester's gratitude to her sons for 
their part in America's realization i f 
its loftiest ideals. 

Following that action id' the Town a 
committee id' five, comprising Messrs. 
Roland Sherman, chairman, Robert 
Metcalf, C .N. Eaton. George W. Da- 
vidson and James Hines was named 
to draw up suitable plans for the 
Memorial' and certainly any one who 
has looked upon the drawings and 
model and is familiar with the plans 
will concede that the Committer has 
done its work well. Their untiring, 
faithful devotion to their responsibility 
will only be fully appreciated when 
the monument is at last erected on 
Manchester Field. 

Is it not rather late for Mr. Black- 
ham to suggest that we wait until 
suitable alternate plans are presented 
f"r the Town's consideration? Would 
one not be justified in considering it 
an insult to the intelligence of the 
\-"iers of Winchester to he told that 
th" mature deliberations of two com- 
mittees of capable, high-minded, red- 
blooded Americans must go for 
naught? Is it not apparent that 
those who feel as Mr. Biackham does

to cover up tin- issue by inference 
that it is wiae to procrastinate*, with 
the end in view of one day erecting a 
Community House or Memorial Li- 
brary ? 

Let us ask ourselves if we are to 
falteringly hesitate now, eventually, 
perhaps, to forget, and later erect a 
•tructure which will be a War Memo- 
rial in name only. 

The statement is advanced that 
Manchester Field is not the proper 
location, that it is a memorial in itself 
and so should remain forever. The eco- 
nomic reasons for choosing Manches- 
ter Field are too plainly apparent to 
the thinking citizen to be dwell upon 
here. Furthermore, all will agree that 
it is one of the most cenl rally located 
spots in the town. The drawings show 
that a building such as is contem- 
plated would not encroach upon the 
usefulness of the field. Yes, Man- 
chester Field is "a memorial as it 
stands," but would it be a desecration 
would its beauty or usefulness be de 
stroyed by the erection of a fitting 
testimonial to those of our brave com- 
rades who now lie buried on the battle- 
fields of France ? The answer is self- 
evident. 

My hearty endorsement of the pro- 
posed War Memorial is not prompted 
by the fact that I am a Legion mem- 
ber. Were thcTown to decide that no 
quarters are to be provided in this 
building for the American I egion I 
would be just as strongly m favor of 
the project as t am at present. 

The plan has my endorsement, he- 
cause, like hundred-; of ex service men, 
I firmly and sincerely believe that were 
our dead comrades able to express 
their wishes they themselves would 
heartilv endorse the War Memorial 
Committee's work; because the 
mothers and fathers of our missing 
boys are expressing their endorsement 
and approval; because of the six hun- 
dred or more ex-service men in Win- 
chester there are very, verv few who 
are hesitant to express their warm 
approbation of the proposed Memo- 
rial. 

It is difficult to agree with Mr. 
Blackham that we have a "problem" 
in the subject of (he War Memorial. - 
rather might it be more correctly 
termed a wonderful privilege. On id 
common sense has prevailed sine this 
subject was first broached more than 
a year affo, not onlv in the exercising 
of the Town's will in meeting 1 as- 
sembled, but also in the earnest, stu- 
dious and highly intelligent planning 
of our splendid committees. 

Th-re should ho ro misunderstand- 
ing about the f:i"t thv* ••ho v ist major- 
ity of our o\-s"' - vi men are em- 
phatically ; " favor of the adoption of 
the plans of the War Memorial Com- 
mittee.

that conies of concentration. One who 
studies the art of classifying bugs or 
laying bricks is prone to magnify the! 
importance of his interests and foreet I 
that other men. who study other 
things, are equally important in the 
scheme of things. Want of respect , 
for the other man's work and accom- 
plishments is in itself ignorance. To 
parade knowledge concerning some ■ 
detail of the world's activity is stupid- j 
ity. To be puffed up by a little learn- 
ing is folly. There is much knowledge 
that is useless, and one second after a 
Winchesterite is dead he knows much 
more than the wisest Winchesterite 

vet living.

Editor of the Star: 

In taking an intelligent interest in 
all matters of legislation and in giving 
exprcsson to our view* on all ques- 
tions upon which an opinion has been 
ft rmed as the re -alt of study and in- 
vestigation., v.e feel we are simply 
exercising our rights and performing 
our mar..; est duty as American citi- 
zens. The position we hold js not 
unique, as thinking men, prominent 
educators, agree with us and some 
even go farther in their opposition to 
this type of legislation. 

Overwhelmed by th • magnitude of 
the problems to be solved, and recog- 
nizjng ;r-e seriousness oi the educa- 
tional situation as it exists in many 
parts or the country, well-meaning 
people have seized upon the plan of 
securing Federal aid through the pro- 
vision- of the Smith-Towner bill. That 
the plan as presented is dangerous is 
ci nfessed in the attempt made — 
:hr ugh amendemems to the bill— to 
safeguard State rights in educational 
affairs. In spite of this provision, if 
the Sm th-Towner bill becomes a law 
we shall undoubtedly have taken the 
first step in the federalization of edu- 
cation. We certainly are not ready to 
take that step as we are equally cer- 
tain it would not be sound American 
doctrine. 

The National Catholic Welfare 
Council has given a very concise ex- 
position of the dangers involved, which 
follow: 

1. The Smith-Towner bill js an- 
other step towards centralization. 
However it may. in its wording, re- 
strict the power of the Department 
of Education, it establishes the most 
effectual sort of control, that is. the 
financial obligation under which it 
puts the States. The [reposed Sec- 
retary of Education would control the 
expenditure, not only of the money 
appropriated to the State by the Fed- 
eral Government but also of the money 
which the State is required to con- 
tribute in amount equivalent to the 
Federal appropriation. 

2. The result of this measure will 
be to make th" States depend more 
and' more on the Federal Government, 
not only jn matters of national im- 
port, but also in matters which con- 
cern the State itself. There is no 
surer way of destroying State auto- 
nomy than to give over to the Fed- 
eral Government, even in part, the 
State's responsibility in the matter 
of education. 

Whatever m< ney js appropriated 
by the Federal Government must come 
' Ut of the pockets of the people. It 
is a question of internal revenue. If 
this revenue be used to aid any partic- 
ular Stale, the amount so appropria- 
ted must come jn part at least from 
the other States. And since the bulk 
of the revenue is paid jn by the more 
prosperous States, the result will be 
that they are obliged to settle the 
educational bills id' the less, pros- 
perous States. 

I. Another effect of the bill will 
be to create a tendency on the part 
of the States to neglect their duty 
in the matter of public education. 
The annual appropriation now made 
by each State and now increased 
every year, will be made only large 
enough to secure the Federal grant, 
if this bill becomes a law. Therefore, 
home interest as well as home rule in 
education will be seriously lessened. 

5. The Secretary of Education and 
his subordinates will be political ap- 
pi intees. They will change with the 
change of administration. Naturally, 
they will follow their political prefer- 
ences jn organizing the Department 
and shaping its policies. They will 
always have in vjew the possibility 
of usjng the educational system in 
furtherance of their own partisan in- 
terest :. The public school system 
will become a vast political machine. 
And this politico-educational machine 
will give a Federal administration the 
opportunity of creating an education- 
al autocracy — really endangering the 
liberty of thought and information, 
which is a basic right of the people. 

Therefore, while we approve the 
educational aims set forth in the 
Smith-Towner bill, we object to the 
method by which it proposes to at- 
tain them.

HOW PINS ARE PAPERED 

The first pins made in this coun- 
try were very crude indeed — merely 
a bit of wire twisted into a knot for 
a head at one end, and sharpened to a 
point at the other. Their successors 
of today undergo a surprising vari- 
ety of operations before they are 
considered tit fcr use, says the Lon- 
lion Jo-.irnal. 

In comparison with the size of the 
object manufactured, the operations 
seems bewilderingly numerable; but 
if there be one process more remark- 
able than another it is "papering th" 
pins." The papers having been passed 
through an ingenious machine which, 
at regular intervals, according to the 
size of the pin. pinches up a fold and 
pricks a hole in it, are ready to re- 
ceive the pins. 

For this purpose there is another 
machine, worked by two girls. One 
feeds the pins, the other the papers. 
The first part of the machine is a box 
about 12 inches long, R inches broad, 
and 4 inches deep. The bottom is 
composed of small, square steel bars 
sufficiently far apart to let the shank 
of the pin fall through, but not the 
bead. These bars are just as thick 
as the space between papered pins. 
The lower part of the bottom of the 
box is made to detach itself as soon 
as the row of pins is complete. 

Row after row, at regular intervals, 
is received and passed down until it 
reaches the ready-pricked paper. By 
the nicest possible adjustment these 
pins come exactly to their places, and 
are then passed into them. By this 
method two girls can in one day put 
up many thousands of pin papers. 



Proposes to Make Concord an Avia- 
tion ( enter Next Summer 

Lieut. Robert S. Fogg has pur- 
chased two airplanes from the United 
States air service to use ill his fly- 
ing operations in Concord during the 
coming summer. One of the machines, 
which will accommodate two pas- 
sengers and pilot, will be equipped 
with a new 150 horse-power Hispano 
Suiza motor which became famous 
during the war for its reliability. 

The new plane will have a speed 
of Hi' miles an hour and a climbing 
speed of 1,000 feet, a minute, which is 
three times the climbing speed of the 
Canadian Curtiss machine used last 
summer. 

Lieutenant Fogg states that the 
quick take-off and wonderful climbing 
ability of the new machine will make 
i* an exceptionally safe one for pas- 
senger carrying. Special refinements 
will be added for the comfort and con- 
venience of the passengers who will 
sit s de by side, protected from the 
wind by a large wind-shield. 

The other plane will be equipped 
with the 3amo motor which he had 
last year and will l>e used for in- 
struction purposes. Lieutenant Fogg 
plans to operate a flyinu: sch >ol during 
April and May, after which he will 
; nir the state, carrying passengers, 
as he did last season. 

The Chamber of Commerce is plan- 
ning to finish clearing and smoothing 
the Black Hill aviation field so thnt 
a hangar may be erected at an eari / 
date. The hagar will be built on 
the edge of the field adjoining the 
boulevard, where it will be in full 
view of motorists who come from all 
parts of the country and when- it will 
stand as a monument to the alertness 
and progress of the Capital City. 

With Concord taking the lead, 
cities in this and other New England 
states will no doubt follow suit and 
with a system of well-established 
landing fields in the various cities air 
travel is expected to become as popu- 
lar as it now is in California and 
other progresive Western states. 

Governor Hartness of Vermont in 
his inaugural address urged the estab- 
lishment of such fields in his state, 
saying that the ruggedness of Ver- 
mont prohibited good railway facili- 
ties and that the airplane offered the 
only way of making the cities readily 
accessible to metropolitan centers. 
Several cities in Vermont have pur- 
chased tracts for municipal landing 
fields. .

.Montevideo, capital of the Republic 
..f Uruguay, where Secretary of 
116 Slate Colby will make the second of 
his official visits in South America, 
is described in the following bulletin 
issued by the National Geographic 
Society : 

Physically situated so that it is one 
of the healthiest cities in the world, 
with an equable climate which makes 
:t a delightful place to live in. and 
possessing an atmosphere free from 
the bustle and noise of the more 
modern ami commercial Buenos Aires 
and the more metropolitan Rio. 
Montevideo has become the resort 
city uf South America's Atlantic 
c i'.st. Thousands of wealthy South 
Americans are to he f und there at 
nearly all seasons of the year, par- 
ticipating in the carnivals, gambling 
in the great government owned casi- 
nos that may be compared to those of 
Monte Carlo, or merely enjoying the 
restful life of this city which still 
clings to the Spanish habit of looking 
to manana, Since M intevideo is in 
th.- southern hemisphere its seasons 
are the reverse of those in the United 
States. Visitors are especially 
numerous for the bathing s-eason 
it: ; which begins in October, correspond- 
ing to the northern May, and is at its 
height at Christmas, the southern 
mid-sum mer. 

Detache 1 impressions of Monte- 
video will bring to mind many similes 
and contrasts with better known 
cities. Like New York it covers a 
narrow peninsula from shore to 
shore; but in architecture it is the 
antithesis of the North American 
metropolis, being made un of a seem- 
ingly vast number of low stem 
ings, a few two or three stot 
height, the great majority of 
but one story. The principal 
ouirhfare. the avenue of 
Eighteenth of July, extending 
the ridge of the peninsula, with its ' 
colonnades and sidewalk cafes, gives 
a touch of Paris. And as a great 
packing center for the live stock nro- 
.1'iced on the unsurnassed pastures of 
Urueuay, Montevideo is comparable 
lo Chicago or Kansas City. Evidence i 
of this fact is sometimes wafted on 
t-ho winds when thev blow to the city 
from the seat of the gigantic industry 
across the bay. 

Ml u and Women Keep to Themselves 

In physical equinment Montevideo 
is modern. It is well light d, well 
watered, adequately supplied with 
trail.-; .. ..n facilities, and most 
admirable drained. Socially it clings 



■ han any other largo city outside of 
Spain and the Orient the old Spanish- 
Moorish traditions of society's propi r 
attitude toward women. 

Courting is still carried "ti by 
smitten swains parading below the 
balconies of their senoritas and 
whispering sweet nothings to them - 
from a safe distance. Ladies go 
freely on the streets, but not in the 
company of men. Society is mainly 
a matter of family parties. Even at 
the opera there are separate galleries ; 
for men and women, and unless a 
Montevidean family man can afford 
the price of orchestra seats he must 
view the production from one level 
while his wife looks on from another. 

A cloistered life can hardly bo stud 
to have affected the ape. arance of 
the women adversely. Throughout 
South America Montevideo has the 
reputation formerly possessed by 
Budapest of harboring the most beau- 
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thor- 
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tiful women of its continent. 

As (in other large South American 
cities, moving picture theatres are 
omnipresent. Most of the films they 
show are imported from the United 
States. Perhaps these modern 
amusement places are helping some- 
what to st r;ii-i the bonds of age-old 
custom. Youm- people of the two 
sexes may attend these cinemas to- 
gether if chaperoned. And the man- 
agement of many of the theatres 
evi lentjy is willing to be the deus ex 
rnachina for youthful romances, for 
they make it a point to ring a warn- 
ing bell before lights are turned on. 
Match Boxes Preach Thumbnail 

Sermons 

Montevideo has nearly a score of 
daily newspapers, and the voices of a 
small army of newsboys are heard 
constantly except during an hour and 
a half at mid-day when a siesta is 
enforced by law for all business. 
With the voices of the new -boys min- 
; gle those of youths and derelict 
adults hawking government lottery 
tickets or boxes of matches from the 
'. sale of which the government also 
! obtains revenue. On each match box 
I is printed a moral maxim which may 
be considered the al fresco substitute 
for the framed mottoes that adorn 
: .some North American homes, 
i Just as Uruguay is free from 
1 physical extremes— it is without 
mountains or irorges. deserts or jun 
I e-les — so Montevideo is without social 
• extremes. It has no squalid shin s 
■ and no ostentatious millionaires row. I 

It may not inaptly be dubbed a com- 
' fortable bonriroois paradise. 

Montevideo is famed for its port : 
I which is one of the host on the At- 
! lantic coast of the Americas. The 
I city has a population exceeding 400,- 
' oho, more than a quarter of the popu- 
lation of the entire 72,000 square j 
< mihs of the republic. In 1800 Monte- 
> video was the largest and most im- 
portant city in South, America. It is 
i now surpassed by Buenos Aires. Rio 
and Santiago de Chile, while its rank 
as fourth city is closely contested by 
Sao Paulo. Bra7.il.

To the Editor: 

As th<- Sheppard-Towner Maternity 
Bill is now bo much discussed, I 
think many of your readers will be 
triad to sec the following extracts 
from an article written by a New 
York woman who has carefully in- 
vestigated the proposed bill. •

* Th«> Sheppard-Towner Maternity 
Bill is well described by one of its 
I advocates, Senator Hoke Smith, as 

7 one-half pun- socialism. If it were 
half-way honest socialism, it would 
be less objectionable, even to those 
who> like the writer, oppose the en- 
tire socialist program. Hut it is not 
even honest socialism. It is merely 
a saJatry-grabbing fraud to create 
political jobs for restless, ambitious 
women, with no children of their 
own, who want the government to 
pav their traveling expenses and 
salaries while they tour the country 
to tell other women how to rai-e 
children. 

The mam argument for the bill 
appears to be that if a number of 
these women can (ret the govern-' 
merit to pay them high salaries and 
traveling expenses to go all over the 
country and talk, it will reduce in- 
fant mortality! The last adventure 
of this kind was "Children's Year," 
1918, when they went all over the 
country, investigating everybody's 
babies'"!., save loo,.. no lives." That 
year the infant death rate steadily 
increased in almost, every city in the 
land, jumping (for example) from 
153.8 in Fall River in 1917 to 161.3, 
in "Children's Year"; in Readier, 
from 130.5 in 1917 to 186*4 in "Chil- 
dren's Year"; in Salt Lake City from 
156.5 in 1917 to 202.9. 

Can it be that $4,000,000 a year is 
to be wrung from the federal tax- 
payers, and another $4,000,000 a 
year from the stale taxpayers to 
send amateur investigators all over 
the country to talk when $100,000 
would place a Public Document on 
the subject, written by a real phy- 
sician, in U,e hands of everyone of 
the 20,000,000 marrii ri women in this 
count ry '.' 

These amteurs are t.i "investigate" 
maternity as a political business, 
under the pretense that political doc- 
tors are bid tor than family doctors 
and political committees better than 
trained nurses. 

If the I. ",(1.000 regular physicians 
and the 220,000 nurses of this coun- 
try do not know anything about 
caring for maternity and infancy 
until Mi s Julia Lothrop and her 
political friend- "tell them how," the 
medical schools have been a sad fail- 
ure! 

Without a shadow of the Prussian 
efficiency, the United States i< rush- 
ing headlong into a huge bureau- 
cratic amateur paternalism, which 
Senator King described, in sneaking 
on this loll in tin' senate, December 
16. -is "worse than Prussia."

Today its estimated population 
equals that of Jersey City. Indian- 
apolis, or Kansas City, Missouri; the 
river :< alive with launches and vessels 
of every description, including th« 
houseboats of a literally floating pop- 
ulation of fifteen thousand; and 
through its pori. i' semis yearly to 
other countries nearly a hundred mil- 
lion dollars worth of hemp, sugar, 
copra, tobacco, and other < immoclities. 

The natives are alert and have 
something of the Spaniard s sua\e 
manner. Many have adopted th-- 
American fashion of Cress, out some 
of tiie native men of the lower cias.s 
still wear the white cotton trousers 
and a transparent shirt that hangs 
on the outside.

narrow-shirted na- 
tive costume in bright colors. The 
vaulting price of shoes has in no wise 
ruffled poorer classes in Manila. Th< y 
have solved the problem simply; they 
don't wear any. And the children": 
The Creator and the sun have given 
I hem a lovely brown tint. 

There is much of interest to he seen 
in this town thai i-. vying with Hong- 
kong for the commercial supremacy of 
the Kast. The traveler v find local 
color on the smith B'uie of the river 
in the walled city, or Intramuros, one 
of the finest examples of a fortified 
city of the seventeenth century, witli 
its narrow and Spanish-looking 
streets, the houses with barred win- 
dows, the quaint corners, and the 
vistas through <rpen courtyards. There 
are to be found nipa bungalows of the 
natives, the quaiift old residential 
palace of the Governor, now used for 
an office building, and the happy, idle 
people themselves. In this section 
the churches include the imposing, 
relatively new Cathedral, the Gothic 
Santo Domingo, the Jesuit Church 
with its museum, and the eld Aueus- 
tinian Church completed in 1603, 
which has withstood the storms and 
earthquakes of the centuries. 

A unique sight in Manila is the Pace 
cemetery, which at present has fallen 
into disuse. It is composed of two 
concentric walls about ;.;\- "eef thick, 
honeycombed with holes, just large 
enough fi r a coffin, In the olden days 
these „were leased for periods of five 
years. At the end of that time if no 
one was sufficiently interested in the 
remains of an inmate to pay his rent 
for another five years his hones were 
thrown on a heap at the hack of the 
cemetery. imagine too "shimmy" 
the flesh on an ancestor-worshipping 
Chinaman's backbone would perform 
should he behold the queue of one of 
his progenitors protruding from this 
Golgotha! 

Out of the Walled City near the 
bay shore is Luneta, a small amuse- 
ment park, and Wallace field, used 
for sports and the annual Carnival. 
In the days of Spanish rule Wallace 
Field was an execution ground fir 
political prisoners, and lu re Dr. Jose 
Kizal. the Filipino surgeon, novelist, 
atul patriot, was executed. 

Manila's chief shopping district Is 
north of the river, and enterprising 
Filipinos, Americans and Chinese 
have set up stores, banks factories, 
and restaurants, giving this portion 
of the city an up.and-d«ng air. 
Advertisements of American-made 
products and ice cream placards and 
soda water lures familiarly greet the 
thirsty American.

Editor of the .Star: 

I tried to make it plain in my letter 
of January 31st, published in your 
issue of February 4th that ho criti- 
rism either of the Legion, the Memo- 
rial Committees or the members 
thereof was intended and to giv-- cri " 
dit where credit was due. Two of my 
fellow Legionaires have, however, 
since accused me of making "glaring

The Information as to the number 
present at the Executive Committee 
meeting in question was obtained 
from a member of that Committee 
who was present at the meeting.

known as an author and educator, 
\t the present time there is Mary 
Autin, author of "The Promised 
Land" which probably many of you 
have read. 

For artists, there was Foxcroft 
Cole, who lived here some time afTO, 
and was very well-known for his 
landscape paintings, Now there is 
Herman Dudley Murphy, who has 
won many medals for his artistic 
work, although he may possibly be 
more familiar to you as a sportsman. 
Also there is William H. W, Bick- 
nell, very famous for his etchings. 

Among the great business men. 
w e have had Edwin (linn, who pub- 
lished many of the books which are, 
used here; and Thomas Lawson, 
financier. 

A greal physician was I>r. Fred- 
erick Winsor, who was surgeon of 
the <l.uh Mass. Regiment in the 
Civil War. He filled many town 
offices here and was frequently call- 
ed "The Beloved Physician." 

Winchester has been particularly 
well represented in military men. 
Eleven men, living where this town 
was later built, took part in the 
French and Indian Wars, and forty 
in the Revolutionary War. Many of 
them were officers, among them 
Governor Brooks, colonel in the 
Revolutionary War, and a veteran of 
Lexington, Hunker Hill, White 
Plains. Valley Forge, and Saratoga. 
Here also lived General J, M. Corse, 
to whom Sherman sent the famous 
message, 'Hold the fort — 1 am com- 
ing!" 

As for naval officers, there have 
been two well-known representatives 
here. One was Commodore Spieer, 
the other Admiral Thatcher, who 
nearly involved us in war with 
Spain. During the Civil War. as he 
was sailing in the Mediterranean, 
he put into the harbor of a neutral 
island for water. Here ships were 
allowed to stay only twenty-four 
hours. After paying off the men, he 
gave them shore leave, and they all 
proceeded to tfet drunk. They were 
put in jail for disturbing the peace, 
and so could not return to the ship. 
Admiral Thatcher sent word that he 
would pay the fine, but he must have 
the men. The authorities refused to 
give them up, and Thatcher replied 
that he would open fire on the town. 
The men were returned in time to 
save a disastrous war with Spain. 

These are probably not all the 
famous residents this town has had, 
but surely these make a list of which 
We all should be proud.

"We owe the framework into which 
we try to lit the facts of Egyptian 
history to the a-.cient historian. 
Manetho, scattered fragments of 
whose history of Egypt, dating from 
the reign of Ptolemy Philadelphus, in 
the third century 11. C, have come 
down to u-- in the works of various 
ancient authors. He recognized thirty 
dynasties of Egyptian monarchs, and 
he has left lists of the name : ,,f the 
kings in each of th^so dynasties, to- 
gether with occasional notes upon 
matters of historical interest in par- 
ticular reigns. 

"The kinirs of the earlier dynasties, 
Men' i and the rest nf 'hen 1 , were 
shadowy, unreal figures, who perhaps 
never existed save in the imagination 
of the historian mere creatures of 
legend, such n< we find at the begin- 
ning i P all national histories. But if 
there has been one thing which modern 
Investigation has taught us clearlv, 
it is that the legends u hich d< serine 
the beginnings of national history ;ir • 
never mere figments of the imagina- 
tion. 

"So if h.-w proved to be with these 
shadowy kings of ti arliest Egyp- 
tian dynasties. Mentho's fables about 
one of them being slain bv a hipponot- 
amus, while in the reign of another 
the Nil" flowed with bom v. mav be 
mere falacies; but the men were then . 
and their royalty was a very real and 
tangible thine-. 

"The kings of the earliest dvnasties 
reared no pyramids. Their tombs were 
grent structures mainly underground,

INTRODUCTION TO REPORT OF 
COMMITTEE ON ADDITION- 
\\. SCHOOL ACCOMODATIONS: 

We print below the report of the 
committee appointed hy the Town to 
consider additional school accomoda- 
tions. The work of this committee, 
.chose report is herewith made pub- 
lic for the first time, was somewhat 
delaped by reason of awaiting the 
report of the school survey. Its de- 
cision has been made after careful 
and painstaking work, including a 
. necking up and listing of buildings 
by the Harvard bureau. The matter 
,- of considerable interest to all 
residents, 

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON 
ADDITIONAL HOOL 
ACCOMOD \ I X>N 

To the Town of Winchester: 

At the Town Meeting held March 
1 . 11120 the town voted : 

"That a committee of seven, con- 
sisting of the three members of the 
School Committee, one member of 
the Planning Hoard and three citi 
zens he appointed by the .Moderator 
to consider the subject matter of 
Article 12 and to report at the earl- 
iest possible date." 

Article 12 was as follows: 
"To see if the Town will vote to 
raise a sum of money by loan for 
the erection and furnishing of one 
or more school buildings; or author- 
ize the appointment of a committee 
to consider the expediency of im- 
proving and enlarging the school ac- 
comodations in the town; or take any 
other action in regard to the 
matter." 

Acting under the above vote, the 
committee appointed submit the fol- 
lowing report: 

Adequacy of School Accomodations 
High School 

The High School Building com- 
pleted in !'.»>» I had an enrollment 
December. 190-1 of 212 pupils; in tie- 
year 1920 its enrollment was .'!72, and 
the building is too small to take care 
of the enrollment adequately. 

Alread;. crow I. the natural growth 

will demand in a very short time an 
extension to the building unless some 
meat.- be devise. 1 to reduce the en- 
rollment. This can be done by trans- 
ferring the first-year class to some 
other building, leaving the High 
School building to be used for the 
three upper classes. 

Wadleigh School 

Such a transfer as suggested above 
could only be made to the Wadleigh 
School building; but the building is 
not large enough to allow such 
transfer and still accommodate 
grades seven an I eigl'.t, which it now 
has. Neither can the building be 
effectively enlarged. 

Grade Schools 

The grade scho Is which accom- 
modate the tirst six grades are in 
part overcrowded. This condition is 
particularly acute in the case of the 
Wyman School, and this case is so 
serious thai relief must very soon be 
made either by transfer or by the ex- 
pedient of putting the pupils on part 
time. Transfer of fifth grade pupils 
to a distance is undesirable: and the 
part time plan would very likely be 
considered intolerable by many of 
the parents. 

Physical Condition of Buildings 
Your committee has had the ad- 
vantage of the opinion of two groups 
of experts on our school buildings. 
The United States Bureau of Educa- 
tion, after making a survey of the 
schools, recommend that all the 
wooden buildings be abandoned. They 
say : 

"With the exception of the high 
school, Winchester has not erected a 
new school building for 19 years. 
Five of the nine elementary schools 
were erected 30 years anil more ago. 
All of the elementary school build- 
ings are small, old, and entirely with- 
out modem school facilities.. 
There is not an auditorium in 
any of these schools, nor a gym- 
nasium, and there are only two shops 
in all the nine schools, not counting 
the three special rooms in the Prince 
School. In spite of the fact that 
Winchester is a wealthy city it has 
provided no adequate playground 
space for the masses of its children. 
In other words, the schoolhouses of 
Winchester are still the little rod 
school houses of olden days, with 
school seats but with almost nothing 
else in the way of equipment for the 
children's cdueat ion." 

The experts of the Bureau of Edu- 
cation did not make an estimate, 
either actual <-r relative, of the value 
of our wooden buildings. They as- 
sumed them to be inadequate and out 
of date, 

The School Committee, however, 
arranged to have all the buildings 
evaluated by representatives of the 
Harvard School of Education, who 
made a detailed estimate, judged 
from standards accepted country- 
wide as desirable. Their recommen- 
dation is that all two-story wooden 
buildings be abandoned as soon as 
possible. 

This committee, while not willing 
to accept as a whole tiie condemna- 
tion of either investigating commit- 
tee, is agree- 1 that the general con- 
clusions of both committees do not 
much exaggerate the facts and we 
are firmly of the opinion that the 
town should take steps at once to 
begin a building program which will 
gradually replace our old buildings 
by modern structures designed to 
meet the educational needs of our 
community. 

General Recommendations 
Junior High School 

This committee believes that the 
pressing need for more accomoda- 
tions for our school children can 
best be met by building a Junior 
High School. This school will take 
the first year class from the High 
School ami relieve for some years the 
congestion there; it will take the 
seventh anil eighth grades from the 
Wadleigh .School and leave that 
building for the use of grades one to 
six. The central location of tie 

Wadleigh School will permit of 
transfer from other grade schools 
at the least inconvenience and permit 
of relief in the other grade schools. 

We believe the town should at once 
acquire a suitable site for a Junior 
High School and as soon thereafter 
as possible build on such site. 
Grade Schools 
With the completion of a Junior 
I High School the Wadleigh School 
[will become at once a grade school. 
I Wc believe the town should then 



take steps to replace the present 
I grade schools with new buildings ap- 
proximated located bs f illows and to 
be build in the order named: the 
» >•!.-, ., School, tr..- >> ashir.gtori 
School, the Rumford School and the 
Mystic Si ho< I. 

This plan will provide the town 
with live elementary schools to take 
care of all children up to about the 
twelfth year and will provide two 
centralized schools for children over 
twelve years of aire, a junior high 
I school and a senior high school. 
Building Site 
The requriements for a proper site 
for a Junior High School necessitate 
a central location (since the school 
must s.-rve all sections of the town) 
and a lot of adequate size for plac- 
ing the building and providing a 
playground, which last requirement 
would preclude a site without some 
level ground. Such sites are not 
numerous near the center of Win- 
chester; but the committee believes 
there is one site which it can recom- 
mend as fulfilling admirably all re- 
quirements; i. e., a portion of that 
e>ta;e known as Rangeley and con- 
sisting of about 100,000 square feet 
.r. Church Street nearly opposite the 
end of School Street, lying between 
the house and land owned by Mr. T. 
Grafton Abbott and the old so-called 
"Mansion House" now occupied by 

Mr. Weeks. 

There are at present two houses on

moved and the cost of the tract will 
depend upon the salvage value of the 
houses — if they can be moved, the 
salvage will be considerable — if they 
have to be torn down the return from 
the wreckage will be slight. In the 
worst case the land w lil cost about 
$50,000,00 

While the committee has not any 
specific recommendations to make 
regarding building site for future 

grade Schools, it does desire to call 

attention to the fact that land now- 
vacant at the corner of Church and 
Fletcher Streets would be a splendid 
l-.cation f.-r a new building to re- 
place the Wyman School and doubt- 
less could be' secured to much better 
advantage now than at some later 
time when a dwelling house may be 
erected on the site. 

Final Recommendation 

With a vie a- to starting the pro- 
grani of reconstruction, this com- 
mittee recommends finally: 

First—That the town purchase the 
tract of land in Rangeley for the 
purpose of building a Junior High 
School thereon as soon as possible. 

Second-- That the town appoint a 
committee to secure plans for the 
construction of a Junior High 
School and submit estimates of the 
cost of same to the town as soon as 
possible; said committee to serve as 
a budding committee when and if 
the town makes an appropriation 
for such building.

DISTRICT ATTORNEY HANDLES 
MANY CASES 

District Attorney Nathan A. Tufts 
of Middlesex County appeared before 
the General Committee on the Judi- 
ciary of the Legislature last Wednes- 
day in support of two measures, the 
passage of which he has been advo- 
cating for a long time. 

The District Attorney has been 
seriously handicapped in his efforts 
to dispose* of tht' criminal business 
of tin- County through shortage of 
Judges and the comparative infre- 
quency of the terms of Court. There 
are but live sittings of the Court 
during the year when trials of cases 
may be conducted, aggregating in all 
only eighty days. Tin- District At- 
torney is now handling over twenty- 
five hundred cases a year, of which 
less than one hundred can be tried 
ow ing to the fact that the capacity of 
trial is less than one a day. The re- 
sult is that there is very great con- 
gestion and inability to try many 
cases which ought to be tried and 
quickly disposed of. 

To remedy this condition, the Dis- 
trict Attorney tiled two bills, one for 
the appointment of three additional 
judges of the Superior Court, and the 
other calling for twice the number of 
sittings of the Court as are now pro- 
vided for by statute. The District 
Attorney cited figures to the mem- 
bers of the Committee showing the 
titter inadequacy of the present sys- 
tem, which outgrew its usefullness 
ten years ago.

THE WINCHESTER PLAN 

l Editorial Botiton Post) 

While the Legislature is ponder- 
ing over several schemes for the 
supervision of "nation picture" 
shows, the town of Winchester has 
before it a proposition looking to 
efficient local control in the matter. 
This is the creation of ;l Board of 
Censorship charged with tin duty of 
passing upon the desirability of 
licensing public exhibition-. 

It would be difficult to select a 
more conspicuously competent board 
than that named in the by-laws of 
the corporation which is urging this 
reform. It will be made up of two 
clergymen of established churches in 
Winchester, the superintendent of 
the public schools, librarian of the 
Public Library, president of the Fort- 
nightly (dub, president of the League 
, f Woman Voters. A censor ap- 
pointed by this body is to scrutinize 
and pass upon the desirability of all 
films offered for exhibition. 

This matter comes up for approval 
or rejection at the town meeting on 
Monday next. As Winchester is next 
to the largest town in population in 
this Commonwealth, an emphatic 
vote is expected. The result will 
prove of much general interest. 
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Editor of the Star: 

Because it has been frequently 
said to me by some one. "I am sur- 
prised that you endorse the Motion 
Picture Theatre for Winchester." I 
think it wise to inform the people of 
Winchester through your columns i 
that I do not and never have endorsed 
it. Because of my deep interest in 
the children of our town f oppose the 
introduction of Moving Pictures and 
shall use all my influence to keep 
them out of Winchester. 

Not because I do not believe in the 
Pictures. They can he and often are 
an asset to education. I hope and 
believe the time will come when pub- 
lic opinion will he so aroused and en- 
lightened that there will be enough 
really good films to justify us in 
having such a theatre. At the pre- 
sent time, only a very few suitable 
films are available.

This report represented 
the views of a majority of the mem- 
bers of this committee, there being 
tjuiie a respectable minority in favor 
of permitting the exhibition of 
motion pictures under the proper 
safeguards, having in 
great possibilities as a medium of 
education and entertainment 

We must fully appreciate 'the fact 
that ther? seems to be considerable 
sentiment against what is felt by 
some to be a radical departure in this 
town, and we have the deepest res- 
pect for the viewpoint of those peo- 
ple who are. perhaps, apprehensive 
that the coming of moving pictures 
means dire results to our people par- 
ticularly the children. If we snared 
I this view we would not for a m mient 
advocate the introduction of these 
pictures int.. our midst, but to look 
i at this matter in a fair open-minded 
, manner, we are unable to see where 
th.- .lire results, now predicted in our 
t town, have come to pass in other 
nearby towns and cities, where pic- 
tures are permitted and enjoyed by 
all c.asses of citizens. 

We believe that, in general, the 
arguments for and against motion 
pictures may be considered under the 
three following captions: moral, so- 
• cial and educational and economic, 
by some as a menace to children, par- 
ticularly under 16, and as a medium 
for the dissimulation of ideals which 
will undermind the morals of our 
young people generally, hi answer 
tt> this criticism, we would say that 
it is true that if there were no res- 
trainiag hand upon the exhibition of 
motion pictures, they could become a 
source of grave daiiK't-r. but we be. 
|ieve that in order to get a perspect- 
ive of tiic real situation, it would be 
better to take a concrete example 
like the town of Arlington, for ins- 
tance, and review the effects of mo- 
tion picture exhibition in that town. 
We an- unaware that there is the 
slightest intimation that 
people or children of Arling 
been affected injuriously by 
bition of motion pictures. This would 
seem to indicate that it i> entirely 
practical in a small t nvn to show- 
pictures and to make the safeguards 
thrown about them effective. 

The fact that there arc no "movies" 
in this town is no detriment to the 
children as they go to our neighbor- 
ing towns and s.-,. them anyway. 
This means to the parents, an added 
. expense of carfares and in the case 
I of small children who often walk, 
la very grave danger from the traffic 
! on the roads. 

In many cases if the "movies" 
Wen- in our own town, the parents 
| would accompany the children, ami 
| while enjoying the pictures them- 
i selves, would be in a position to pass 
upon the kind their children were 
j enjoying. The fact that then- would, 
■ at all performances, be a fair repre- 
l sentation of parents in the audience, 
j would serve as a restraint on any 
j tendency to show improper pictures 
| or to depart from the standard 
desired by the people of this town. 

The statement lias been made that 
it will be impossible to adequately 
enforce the safeguards and restric- 
tions placed about the "movies." UY 
are not yet ready to admit that there 
is any aggregation in this country 
who can tlout the law with impunity, 
and as these restraints will have be- 
hind them all the authority of the 
law, there is no question but that 
they can be rigidly enforced. 

As a social and educational feature, 
everyone will admit that the 
"movies" have become a powerful 
factor. Young people like enjoyment 
and entertainment and if they do not 
find it in their own town, thev will 
surely go where it can be found. We 
believe that this trait of youthful 
nature should be considered," and an. 
effort made to place within ensy 
reach of our young people an opp ir- 
tur.itv to enjoy good, inexpensive t a- 
tertainment in this town, *h >reby 
maKing it unnecessary i..r them to 
.ravel to outside, towns where they 
may b> unwittingly led into attract- 
ions that should have no place in 
their young lives. 

All the moving picture houses show 
scientific, news and travel pictures 
which are very instructive and en- 
tertaining to people of ail ages, 
i Considering the -movie" question 
• from an economic standpoint, much 
j may be said in favor of allowing 
; them to be shown in this town. Take

Mrs. Alexander S. MacHonald is 
directing local college women in the 
national campaign for the $2,700,000 
Semi-Centennial Fund of Wellesley 
College, which is to he raised by ( om- 
meneement Day at Wellesley next 
June.

Editor of the Star: 

Believing that a statement show- 
ing the approximate yearly cost of 
the proposed War Memorial will be 
of interest to the citizens of Win- 
chester, and of assistance to them in 
determining whether or not the Town 
shall erect the building as proposed 
by the War Memorial Committee. I 
respectfully submit the following, 
showing fixed charges and cast of 
maintenance. 

I have assumed that the initial 
cost of the memorial will not -xceed 
$150,000, and that if a!! of the pro- 
posed features, including a swim- 
ming pool, etc.. are carried out. the 
first cost of the ultimate plan will 
not exceed $250,000. I have also as- 
sumed that the morey will be laised 
by an issue of bonds, on which the 
.nterest is five and cr.e ha *" percent 
io 1 -..', i. and which will be matured 
in equal yearly installments covering 
a period of twenty y-ars. 

The yearly cost of maintenance of 
the building, includes fuel and huht. 
service and supplies, repair:, ami 
other expense. For the $150,000 pro- 
ject the yearly cost of maintenance 
is estimated to lie $(1000. Fir th« 
$250,000 project the yearly est of 
itenance w.ll be considerably 
er on account of the cost »f 
operation of the swimming pool, and 
is estimated to he $20,000. These 
two figures are subject to son.- fluc- 
tuation. 

No allowance has been Ida le for 
depreciation or insurance. 

Based on an initial expenditure of 
$150,000, the Town must raise by rev- 
enue an average of about $18,000 a 
year for the first twenty years, or a 
total of about $31)0,000, At the pre- 
sent valuation of the town, this is 
equivalent to an increase in the tax 
rate of about eighty cents ($0.80) per 
$1000. 

If the initial cost should amount to 
$250,000 in accordance with the pro- 
posed ultimate development, the 
Town would have to raise yearly by 
revenue an average sum of about 
$40,000 for the first twenty years, or 
a total of about $800,000. At the 
present valuation of the Town, this 
is equivalent to an increase in the 
tax rate of about one dollar and 
eighty cents ($1.80) per $"1000. 

After all of the bonds have been 
matured there will be a yearly charge 
for operation and mainti nai ce, 
which has been estimated to be about 
$6000 and $20,000 respectively, for 

each scheme.

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THE FOOT PASSAGE 



March 2, 1921. 
Editor of The Winchester Star: 

Article :i of the warrant for the 
coming town meeting is as follows: 
"Shall the Town instruct the Select- 
men to petition the County Commis- 
sioners to lay out an under pass for 
foot passage at the Winchester Rail- 
road Station and raise the sum of 
$.",o.hiiii by the issuance of bonds and 
appropriate the same therefor." This 
article, together with Articles 2 and 
4, will very [probably come before our 
citizens for "Yes" or "No" action fin 
ballots specially prepared for the 
purpose. 

Doubtless the great majority of 
our voters have formed their opin- 
ions of the merits of the Motion Pic- 
ture Theatre proposition, and of the 
proposed War Memorial, and will 
vote as their interest or conscience 
dictates, but it seems probable to the 
writer that the subway suggested for 
action under Article I! has received 
very -cant consideration by the vot- 
ers, chiefly because of JaCK of infor- 
mation as to what is proposed, and 
the lack of publicity which ought to 
have bee,, given to a matter of such 
great public importance. 

Any one ,,r every one who has oc- 
casion to go to the centre railroad 
station ,,r to be in its immediate vi- 
cinity for any purpose, must have 
seen the ugly structure which the B. 
<v M. Railroad Company erected 
there several years ago to serve as a 
footbridge over its tracks so that its 
patrons might be able to pass from 
one side of the railroad location to 
the other without incurring the dan- 
ger of b> ing struck by trains stop- 
ping at the railroad station or pass- 
ing at that point. The intentions of 
the railroad officials were well meant, 
and. possibly, precious lives may 
have lieen -aveH by its use, but what 
the people of Winchester desired at 
that time, it- officials as well as the 
people generally, was a subway or 
underpass to connect the east side 
With the west side or vice-versa. 

It would seen; fitting to note at this 
point, that the Selectmen or officials 
of the town were not consulted as to 
whether they desired an overhead 
bridgi or not, and I am willing to 
venture the opinion that if they had 
been consulted, and it' they had been 
able to visualize the unsightly bridge 
which was erected they would have 
refused the bridge and insisted on a 
subway. 

Article :t has to do with a modern 
under pass from one side of the rail- 
road location to the other in substitu- 
tion for the bridge which every one 
detests and which comparatively few 
people use. The matter of the pro- 
posed subway has received a great 
deal of attention since last spring or 
early summer with the result that 
plans and estimates have been made 
of an under pass of sufficient size and 
of suitable design. Briefly the sub- 
way is described as tollows: 

The subway will be constructed of 
re-inforced concrete masonry, with 
its roof, and sides lined with a glazed 
tiling, thus providing for cleanliness, 
and providing against defacement of 
any sort. 

The main body of the structure, be- 
ing underground, will be sheltered 
from the weather, and from icy anil 
langerous conditions of the winter 
season. 

The entrances and exists will be 
provided with portals of artistic and 
suitable desiini so that rain, sleet 
and snow may be excluded. 

The floor of the structure and the 
treads of the Mops will be of a form 
ef non slip brick tiling, thus prevent- 
ing slippng or danger from a smooth 
walking surface. 

I: will be lighted by a suitable 
number of incandescent lamps ar- 
ranged after the best ideas of modern 
practise in illuminating. 

It will be kept dry and free from 
ground water or leakage, or from 
rains bv suitable drainage. 

It will be kept ventilated and sup- 
plied with fresh air. and facilities 
will be provided for keeping the B oor, 
walls and steps thoroughly clean and 
sanitary. 

The structure will be about nine 
feet (!>') wide by even feet (7't high, 
and will 1h> about one hundred ami 
ten feet i noi |ontr from end to end. 

The advantages of such a means of 
passing from one side of the town to 
the other at the railroad station 
ought t,, be self-evident to mothers 
ef school children who live in the 
west side district and who send their 
children to the High or Wadleigh 
Schools. This is true today and will 
apply, probably, in an even greater 
degree when the plans for locations 
for new and addkior.il school build- 
ings are brought f r.h a id those 



I new buildings put in use. If this 
I underpass is constructed there will 
. be no occasion for any of our school

What this means as a plain 
matter of safety to life and limb

tures. 

All of the live stock, including five 
horses, two cows, pigs and hens, were 
saved, as was the bulk of the farm 
wagons and tools. How the tire caught 
has not been determined.

TOWN MEETING AND ELECTION 
Town Meeting 

Continued from Tape ! 

increasing the Assessor's appropria- 
tion from $3,875 to $6000, It appears 
necessary that the board have an 
office for the transaction of their busi- 
ness in place of the open room now 
used jointly by the Town Clerk and 
Cemetery Commissioners, This needs 
furniture and filing cabinets, it being 
desired to put the records in proper 
shape, In addition the doubling of 
the number of voters carried in- 
creased expense all along the line. The 
Poll Tax Book will be doubled in size, 
clerical assistance needed, etc. 

Mr. Hayward was opposed by Mr. 
Carey of the Finance Committee and 
tiie motion was lost, $:{.*7.> being 
voted. 

In the passing of the budget items 
all recommendations were accepted as 
made by the Finance Committee ex- 
cept as follows: 

Health Department. The sum of 
$11,448 was voted, with $1,550 for t! e 
Public Health .Nurse, making the total 
of $12,998 as recommended. 

Highways and Bridges, Mr. Thomas 
M. Vinson moved to increase the sum 
of $72,466 asked, to $92,466, the in- 
crease to be used to relocate and re- 
build High Street. In receiving this 
motion Moderati r Ives took the sum 
as an even $00,000, ami Mr. Vinson, in 
talking to his motion, did not make 
the correction. Mr. Vinson made a 
witty and eloquent plea for the re- 
location and construction of High 
street, using as a forcible argument 
the fire of Sunday which destroyed 
several buildings, His remarks were 
met with instant favor and the in- 
crease went through. Following its 
passage the attention of the Modera- 
tor was called to the omission of the 
odd $466, which meant that there 
would really be a slight decrease in 
the funds available as recommended 
by the Finance Committee. There 
was, however, no attempt to include 
this sum. 

The vote was opposed by chairman 
Carey of the Finance Committee, who 
stated that in going over the account it 
had been planned to spend about $2000 
on High street and its vicinity, and 
as the houses there were very few, it 
was felt that for the best interest of 
the Town as a whole not to spend such 
a large sum there. Mr. Locke, an- 
other resident beside Mr. Vincent on 
the street, advocated the appropria- 
tion, and the meeting as a whole ap- 
peared even more than willing to re- 
build the street. 

In considering the appropriation 
of $500 recommended for Indepen- 
dence Day, Mr. Davidson moved to 
make the sum $1,000. His conten- 
tion that for years we have not had 
a duly )th celebration for less than 
this sum. the balance being paid 
by patriotic citizens, was well 
founded, as all Know, and the addi- 
tion was voted without opposition. 

The School Department desire 1 an 
increase of $8000, Mr. Chapman of 
the committee stated that this mon- 
ey would be used for increasing the 
salary of grade and elementary 
teachers, now much underpaid in 
comparison with surrounding places. 
He stated that it was difficult to hire 
teachers here owing to the small sa- 
lary paid and the furthermore this 
was undoubtedly an expensive town 
to live in. several of our teachers 
seeking living quarters in Medford 
to live within their stipend. Mr. 
Chapman was seconded by Rev. Mr. 
Packer and Mr. C. A. Warren, while 
Mr. Laraway, while not opposing, 
desired to be sure that the money 
would go to increased salary for the 
teachers and not be spent in other 
ways. The increase was voted unan- 
imously. 

The meeting adjourned after a 
lively session over the increase of 
$10,000 for Water. This increase 
was made upon a second motion by 
Mr. Vinson who evidently thought 
that as be had had such luck 
with his previous motion he would try 
again, notwithstanding his statement 
that he would be thoroughly 
satisfied if lu' got High street 
rebuilt. Mr. Vinson made an able 
idea, undoubtedly, and his remarks 
were received with considerable more 
applause than is usually accorded a 
town meeting orator, His motion 
was opposed by Mr. Laraway and by 
Mr. Kendall of the Water Hoard, 
who stated that if the Town was de- 
termined to place this water main, 
time should be allowed to ascertain 
costs, In Mr. Kendall's opinion the 
work would take considerably more 
than $10,000, and sis it was specifi- 
cally voted to put the water on Ridge 
street, the Town should not. allow it. 

The argument did appear to con- 
vince some of the voters, for the 
Moderator called for a standing vote. 
The motion to act upon the larger 
sum (the increase of $10,000) was 
carried 290 to 267. At this, those 
opposed decided to attempt to ki!l it 
on the original vote, but as this 

would throw out the whole appro- 
priation and tangle thing- up. it was 
very fortunate that the motion was 
carried, and so $40,000 was voted. 

It was at this point that a motion 
for reconsideration was offered, and 
during the argument the motion to 
adjourn was made and carried, the 
meeting holding over to next Mon- 
day night.

HELP RELIEVE UNEMPLOYMENT 



Mr. Editors 

It seems to me at this time, with 
all the unemployed men around this 
town, that the Board of Selectmen 
und also the Water and Sewer Board 
should start work at once so that as 
much of this distress as possible may 
bo relieved. I was talking with one 
of the town officials who has to do 
with the spending of these appropria- 
tions and he told me that it would be 
some time before the work could be 
started. This town is no different 
than any other place in the Common- 
wealth, and in all other places, money 
is and has been spent freely to relieve 
the unemployed. Of course some 
work cannot be started at present, we 
all know, but surface drainage, Water 
Main and sewer work can and should 
be undertaken at once. 

A day's work now to men out of 
employment is better than two days 
work later when there will he work 
of all kinds for everyone. The City 
of Woburn, which does not compare 
with Winchester in wealth or public 
Spirit, will start Monday with an ap- 
propriation of $50,000 to lay Water 
Mains, giving employment to 300 
men; 150 working three days a week.

Is it fair that these 
people, some of whom have sacrificed 
everything for their country — some, 
who are suffering from incurable di- 
seases, should be forced to lvie a life 
almost like that of a prisoner? I 1 

Tho Women's Volunteer .Motor - 
Corps of the Red Cross is doing all 
that it can for these unfortunate and s 
suffering fellow citizens. A short 
time ago a man who had been for 
eleven years in a hospital in Cam- 
bridge died with these words on his 
lips "The Red Cross has made my last 
months on earth happy! TJod bless 
the Red Cross." The W. V. M. C. 
had taken him to drive four times! 
When such slight service can bring 
such touching appreciation, does it 
not seem a service worth giving? 

It is necessary that the work should 
he regular and organized, so that the 
patients may have the added pleasure 
..f anticipation, and that the drivers 
time should not be wasted by waiting

Commissioner Smith Says Others 
Agencies Shirking 

Payson Smith, state commissioner 
of education, speaking before the 
Church Service League at St. Paul's 
Cathedral, yesterday afternoon, said 
that the most progressive education 
today was being carried on in the 
public school, but the public school 
was "in jrreat danger of breaking 
down because of the tendency of the 
public to load more than its share of 
responsibility upon it." 

He pointed to modern motion pic- 
tures as "a perfectly clear case of 
defaulted responsibility," and added 
that he "wouldn't attempt to say how 
much harm had been done to educa- 
tion by this defaulted responsibility." 
He declared that he regretted the ne- 
cessity for censorship of motion pic- 
tures as much as he would regret 
censorship of the press, but asserted 
that the press would have been cen- 
sored long ago had it. "been guilty of 
the indecencies" found in many motion 
pictures. 

The commissioner said that "much 
damage was being done by private 
schools of an inferior sort that are 
being established for social reasons to 
meet the idea of parents who do not 
want to send their children to public 
schools." The increasing number of 
schools of this kind, he said, was "set- 
ting up an idea of caste that is doing 
great harm in a democracy like ours." 

"Our education." he continued, "is 
also breaking down under th>« ex- 
cessive social demands on our young 
people. One of the most challenging 
needs of the times is for other insti- 
tutions to assume the responsibility 
of the home as an educational insti- 
tution. I believe it is also the duty 
of the church to study this question 
and see that it.- major effort is put 
forth with the youth of the land."

Stitutton and thus was made a 
beginning of our present Federal 
government. According to the 
seventh article of the Constitu- 
tion, however, it was necessary 
for nine states to ratify it before 
It actually came Into force. Sn 
It was not until the following 
.lime, by which time eight other 
stales hod accepted the Consti- 
tution, that the United States of 
America actually came Into be- 
ing. 

The early history of Delaware 
was a varied one. It started In 
1038 when a small party of 
Swedes settled nt the mouth of 
the Delaware rive and called it 
New Sweden. In liloo, Peter 
Stuyvesant, the governor of the 
Dutch colony of New Nether- 
lands, annexed this territory. But 
it did not long remain Dutch, 
for in 1604 the English took 
possession. When Pennsylvania 
was deeded to William I'enu he 
desired access to the seaeoast 
and tit his urgent request Dela- 
ware was transferred to Penn'a 
proprietorship. From the be- 
ginning of the eighteenth cen- 
tury, however, Delaware had- It* 
separate legislature, and at tile 
time of the Uevolutlon It be- 
came tin Independent state. 

Delaware is next to the small- 
est of our states, havlug an area 
of only 2.:I70 square miles. Its 
participation in presidential elec- 
tions Is limited to three electors. 
This Is arranged according to 
population. Each state is entitled 
to the same number of presiden- 
tial electors ns It has members 
of congress, so the Influence of 
the different states in voting for 
the President varies from Dela- 
ware's three electors to New 
York's 45. ? 

As to the derivation of the » 
name Delaware, this was appro- i 
priately given to the state from J 
the river, which in turn was * 
named after the hay and the bay J 
was called Delaware In honor of i 
Lord Delaware, who was -over- i 
nor of the Virginia colony in 2

Sodium fluoride nnd zinc 
chloride are freely soluble, the ereo- 

sotes iis a whole only sparingly so. 
The nontoxic oils appear to act as res- 
ervoirs of the toxic ingredients, and 
tu f.eJ th»m out sio-viv to the wood.

WHERE AMERICA'S TREASURED 
DOCl MI NTS ARE KEPT 

The most important chronicles of 
some ancient nations have come down 
to present (fenerations engraved on 
porphyry and marble. The United 
States, however, having existed 
wholly in an "age of paper," has all 
its most precious historical records 
in the form of paper documents, 
which can easily be destroyed by tire, 
and injured by dampness, extreme 
dryness, or rough handling. 

A recent (ire which destroyed ir- 
replaceable records in the Census 
Bureau at Washington, and an almost 
simultaneous tire in the State capitol 
of West Virginia which practically 
wiped out the archives of that State, 
have remtorred the argument of 
those urging that a fireproof hall of 
records be built in Washington so the 
Federal Government's priceless pa- 
pers may In- kept in safety. What 
some of the most important and best 
known of these documents are, and 
where they are kept are told in the 
following bulletin issued from the 
Washington, D. G. headquarters of 
the National Geographic Society: 

While the Constitution is the most 
important document possessed by 
the United States, the Declaration of 
Independence comes first among our 
great state papers in point of time 
and probably in the hearts of the 
American people. The original of 
this challenge to tyranny which, like 
Cue -hot fired at Lexington, has been 
heard round the world, and has 
helped, to mould monarchiqs and colo- 
nies into republics, is in the hands 
..f the Department of State and is 
kept in a steel case in the State, War 
and Navy building; which adjoins 
the White' House on the west. The 
original of the Constitution is locked 
in the same ease, which may there- 
fore be considered the steel Ark of 
the Covenant of the Government of 
the United States . 

Washington's Farewell Address 
may fairly be considered one of the 
greatest papers produced in the 1 1 > 

years of the Republic's independence. 
This document is not owned by the 
Federal Government, but is kept in 
the New Vork Public Library, a! 42nd 
Street and Fifth Avenue.

Third Session Proves Most Interest- 
ing of Series

Town Meeting- held Monday night, 
while the smallest in quantity from a

The meeting, while accomplishing 
but a comparatively small part of the 
business to be transacted, settled two 
important articles — those pertaining 
to the site and erection of a Junior 
High Schooh and in addition suc- 
ceeded in disposing of two others of 
lesser importance. 

In accordance with its attitude 
adoptecl at the polls, all committees 
w.re turned down, by the meeting 
i and it might appear to an unbiased 
j observer that the only committee 
which now has .any standing is the 
' Finance Committee; and that body 
may possibly he yet to take its turn. 

The meeting adjourned to next 
Thursday evening, March 31st. 

The result of the meeting's delib- 
erations placed the matter of a site 
and building for a Junior High 
School back into the hands of a new 
committee. This was the big article 
under discussion and occupied the 
larger part of the evening. It granted 
ti l- Park Board the ric_ht to (dear the 
title to land acquired last year and 
gave the use of the Cutting house ad- 
joining the Town Hall to the Amer- 
ican Legion Post, and in addition it 
refered the matter of fire protection 
in the schools to a committee and 
ordered a new committee to consider 
a War Memorial. 

While possibly disappointing to the 
members of various committees, all 
ef whom have given time and .atten- 
tion t-. the careful handling of their 
work and, reports, the refusal to ac- 
cept the recommendations made have 
been ill no sense personal or uncon- 
sidered. Rather it appears a matter 
of congratulation that the Town as 
a body holds such interest in its civic 
welfare and takes an active part in 
personal consideration, and surely, 
.after the example of Monday evening, 
it is not hard to see why Winchester 
stands where it does among Massa-

The Methodist Episcopal Church in 
Winchester was organized in K*72 
and soon after made its plans for a 
suitable place of worship.

Mr. Brown then enlarged upon the 
committee's report. He cited the in- 
crease in attendance in the various 
school buildings, amounting to about 
50 per cent, and stated that the quick- 
est relief would be found in the erect- 
ion of the Junior lliu r h School' which 
would in part relieve the Hitrh School 
and the upper grade buildings. The 
site, he said, was centra! — an all-im- 
portant consideration; also the land 
was level and well suited for the 
buildinir and play space. Regarding 
the objection of nearby residents to 
the erection of a school building, he 
stated that he resided in Rangeley 
himself, and bad no objection to offer, 
Concerning the value of the property, 
he read a letter from the owners 
airroi ing to accept the assessed va- 
luation of $35,405 for that part con- 
troled by the trustees, and he felt 
that She balance asked would care for 
the taking of the remaining property 
desired, which was assessed a tax of 
$11,500 for the house and $5-900 for 
the land. The total valuation of 1920 
amounted to $52,492.20. 

Two bouses on the property were 
capable of further use and could be 
removed to other locations in Range- 
Icy, materially reducing the amount 
involved. 

Rev- Howard J. Chidley followed 
Mr, Brown. II" opposed Rangeley as 
a school-house site and thought the 
amount of land desired by the com- 
mittee too large. He cited numerous 
large schools in surrounding places 
where the attendance was much larger 
than that anticipated here and where 
the land used was about one-half that 
desired. He cited other locations, 
more especially the corner on Wash- 
ington street between Myrtle street 
and the Parkway. 

Mr. Chapman of the School Com- 
mittee stated that our amount of 
school property was absurd when re- 
garded with the size of the Town. It 
is but to 40 per cenl of what we 
ought to have for school buildings. He 
thought Mr. Chidley's statement, 
which restricted the space of ground 
per pupil to 10 feet should be 100 feet 
which he said was what modern edu- 
cators recommended. (Mr, Chidley 
later brought his space up to 100 feet 
by allowing four to five hundred 
pupils to the 104,000 feet asked). Mr. 
Chapman found it. was not possible in 
many other places to obtain any great 
amount of land, and be found the 
Rangeley site especially desirable ow- 
ing to it s level nature. 

Chairman Carey of the Finance 
Committee then arose to declare the 
neutrality of his committee in the 
matter. The Finance Committee did 
not pass upon the site and was will- 
ing for the Town to make its own de- 
cision without their recommendation. 

Mrs. F. B. Reynolds felt the land 
was more than necessary, especially 
in view of the High School conditions, 
where the Parkway wall proved am- 
ple in accommodating all the pupils. 

Mr. Preston Pond favored Rangeley 
and Mr. Brown again spoke for his 
committee- and Mr. Abbott, one of the 
■ abutting property owners in Range- 
; ley, stated that he had no objection if 
the Town desired the site; he was wil- 
ling to give way in any personal feel- 
ings to the good of the community at 
large.

Pennsylvania has assumed 
such an important place among 
tin- states that It is often called 
tin- Keystone Btate. This term 
was probably derived originally 
bt'ouuse her name was carved 
on the keystone of the bridge 
over Rock creek, between Wash- 
ington and Georgetown. Later on 
it was applied on account of the 
great importance of tin- state in 
national elections. Its delega- 
tion to congress totals :58, sec- 
ond only in size to that from 
New York, and Pennsylvania 
accordingly has :>S presidential 
electors, 

William Peon first came over 
to America In 1082. The follow- 
ing year he laid out the city of 
Philadelphia, or "Brotherly 
Love." which was named after 
ti biblical city In Asia Minor. As 
Pennsylvania was the only col- 
ony without a seacoaat Penn 
obtained from the duke of York 
tin- control of Delaware, and un- 
til the Revolution these two 
provinces were under the same 
proprietary government. Quar- 
rels with Maryland over bound- 
aries caused a formal survey 
to be made by two surveyors. 
Mason and Dixon, and it was 

this which became famous dur- 
ing the Civil war as the Mason 
and Dlxoa Hue, the dividing 
mark between the slave and the 
free states.

ARE YOUR < HTLDREN SAFE? 

A month or more ago there was a 
series of Bchoolhouse fires in New 
England, especially around Boston. 

None were of serious coll-equence as 
far as human life went, ami only one 
was of serious consequence as far a* 
property loss went, hut every one | 
ha'l the potentialities of frightful dlS- : 
aster. Hundreds of thousands of 
children spend five or more hours out 
of twenty-four for live days in the 
week, herded into buildings where 
union labor would not be allowed to 
work in similar numbers, and where 
the insurance rates on merchandise, | 
if stored in these same buildings, I 
would be almost prohibitive. 

Why is it? U is because not. one 
father or mother in ten ever gives a 
thought to the possibility of fire in 
our schoolhouses of second and third- | 
class construction. Not one in a 
thousand has ever taken the trouble 

to i/o into the basement of these 
buildings- to see the heating appara- 
tus and how it is handled ; to see wheth- 
er the cellar or basement is effect- 
ually kept cut off from the r. st of 
the building; to see whether any 
really effective fire drills are held; 
whether there is adequate means of 
summoning the lire department; 
whether the stairway- and doors are 
properly arranged for quick exit; 
whether the principal- and teachers 
take a live interest in teaching their 
charges t<> vacate the building quickly 
in an orderly manner under stress of 
excitement; whether any one of a 
dozen other things are done or left 
undone which any tire underwriters 
insist on beinir done or ti"t done 
building where larjie values 
stored. And yet, unless some 
does this in some of our towns 
cities, we are sure some day to 

an appalling loss of little lives. 

We can't condemn all our inflam- 
mable schoolhouse structures at once 
and replace them with fireproof con- 
struction, but we can see to it and in- 
sist upon it that they are given every 
reasonable preventive and protective 
appliance, We are a careless people, 
except when it comes to dollars and 
cent- and unfortunately we don't 
figure the value of our children in 
dollars ami cents, If we did. our 
schoolhouses went. I all be as safe as 
it is possible to make them. 

There is just ofie man in your city 
or town who can irr.e you the plain 
unvarnished facts if he will, and that 
is the ch'ef of your fire department. 
Your school committee, your super- 
intendents, your principals and your 
teachers pet hardened to conditions 
and do not always realize the poten- 
tial hazard They have many things 
on their minds connected with the 
school system, of which lire protec- 
tion is only one. Your fire chief, on 
the contrary, has only one thjng on 
bis mind, the constant planning to 
prevent tire, or to extinguish it after 
it is started. Go to him find get him 
what he really thinks
